Haughey Starts 
Reorganization 
Of Street Dept. 

Plans To Merge Three Former 
Divisions Of City To 
Form One District 


Under the direction of Acting 
Street Commissioner Huughey, a re- 
organization of the Newton Street De- 
partment is underway. Heretofore the 
department has been divided Into 
three divisions, each under the super- 
vision of a district foreman at the 
Crafts st., Auburndalo avenue and 
Eliot st. yards. The Crafts st. yard 
cared for the Newton and Newtonville 
districts; Auburndalo ave. yard served 
West Newton, Auburndale and Lower 
Falls; and the Eliot st. yard the South 
side of the city. 

Under the new system the* position 
of district foreman in charge of the 
Eliot st. yard at Newton Highlands 
will he abolished. Foreman Frank 
Ward has been serving as acting dis- 
trict foreman at this yard, and he will 
return to his regular duties. An ex- 
amination was held several months 
ago to fill this position, and some con- 
troversy resulted over the fact that 
clerks were permitted to take the 
examination, as well as working fore- 
men. Under the new plan, Division 
Foreman Charles McCarthy, will be 
in charge of street construction and 
maintenance for the entire city. Di- 
vision Foreman Richard Murphy will 
be in charge of the collection of ash- 
es and rubbish, cleaning of streets, 
and the supervision of the city sta- 
bles, incinerator and dumps. All the 
horses will he kept at the Auburndale 
ave. stable in West Newton. This is 
expected to effect an economy, as few- 
er 8 table attendants will he required, 
although more time will he consumed 
in driving the slow moving horses 
from Auburndale to distant parts of 
the city. Acting Supt. Haughey fa- 
vors the elimination of the horses, but 
because it is believed that the steeds

New Schedules of 
Telephone Rates 
In West Newton 

Will Bring W. N. Within Five 
Cent Call Area; Makes 
City One-Rate Area 

With plans for its new building 
in Newtonville rapidly taking shape, 
the Telephone Company, according to 
Manager E. J. Campbell, is filing a no- 
tice of a new rate schedule which 
covers the consolidation of the three 
Newton offices into one exchange rate 
area, and the establishing of Water- 
town as its own rate area, still to be 
known as Middlesex. It is expected 
that the new rates will be effective 
some time next month. 

While the new schedule makes some 
changes in the contiguous and one 
message unit areas to be reached from 
the Center Newton and Newton North- 
Middlesex offices, it will accomplish a 
most desirable change for West New- 
ton customers by bringing them into 
the one message unit area from down- 
town Boston. Thus, instead of the 
present ten cent charge to down 
town Boston. West Newton customers 
with unlimited service will pay only 
five cents for such calls, and those 
with measured service will have Bos- 
ton added to their measured service 
area. This measured service area will 
include points as far away as Win- 
chester and Hyde Park. 

As a result of the consolidation of 
the three Newton offices into one rate 
area, West Newton exchange rates 
which are now below those for Cen- 
ter Newton and Newton North will 
he made the same as those for the 
latter offices. Measured service cus- 
tomers in West Newton will then get 
the advantage of the larger message 
unit allowance now in effect in Center 
Newton and Newton North. Also, 
services offered in West Newton will 
be limited to those available in Cen 
ter Newton and Newton North. This 
will mean the elimination of unlim-

Aldermen Override Mayor’s 
Veto On Sergeant-Mechanic 


Temperley Only Member Of 
Board Not To Favor 
Abolition of Job 


For the second time in two weeks 
tlie matter of granting the petition of 
Mildred Clark Sears and the Boston 
Safe Deposit Company seeking permit 
for the use of the Clark residence on 
Claremont st., Newton, as an Insti- 
tution for young girls by the Florence 
Crittenton League, caused a lengthy 
debate at a meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night. Alder- 
man George Rawson, chairman of the 
Claims & Rules Committee, made a 
severe attack on the political strategy 
used by the majority of the Board 
after Alderman Hutchinson of Ward 
3 urged that action on this important 
matter be deferred. 

At the meeting of the Board on 
April 17 the petition was rejected by 
a vote of 10 to 9. Two-thirds of the 
Board would have to vote favorably 
on the question to have it passed. Of 
the 9 voting in the negative, one, Al- 
derman McCabe of Ward 1, favored 
the proposition and voted with the 
minority so that he could move for re- 
consideration. The following day, Mc- 
Cabe formally gave notice of the in- 
tention to ask for reconsideration, 
and on last Monday night he moved 
for reconsideration. Alderman Hut- 
chinson seconded the motion, and re- 
marked that inasmuch as two members 
of tlie Board, Floyd and Jamieson, 
were absent, lie would move that the 
vote to reconsider the action on grant- 
ing the petition, he postponed until 
tlie following meeting, May 15, when 
tlie full Board might probably be

City Refuses WPA 
$90,000 Project 

Turn Down Proposed “White 
Collar” Project For 
Geodetic Survey 

An offer by WPA officials in Wash- 
ington to allocate $90,000 to the City 
of Newton as a "white collar” project 
through the medium of a geodetic sur- 
vey of the city was declined by city 
officials after City Engineer Harvey 
had given the information that New- 
ton already had been geodetically sur- 
veyed by its own engineering depart- 
ment. The proposed project was one 
of several submitted to the WPA sev- 
eral months ago. and its purpose would 
he to provide a triangulation system by 
which all points in the city could be 
definitely located. It would have given 
a long period of employment to a con- 
siderable number of "white collar” 
men on the local WPA lists. 

A “white collar” WPA project which 
is employing IS men in Newton is a 
survey of city expenditures to deter- 
mine the cost of running the city, sepa- 
rated Into the various wards and sec- 
tions of th« city. Those working on 
this project at a hall in the Taylor 
Block. Auburndale. obtain data and 
records at the offices of various de- 
partments in City Hall. 


As a result of another severe criti- 
cism by Alderman Frank McCabe at 
th‘- meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night of conditions in the 
Newton Soldiers’ Relief Department*, 
the Board voted to have a special com- 
mittee of three members appointed to 
investigate this department. Mc- 
Cabe. who is a retired major of the 
United States Army, recently made 
charges before the Board concerning 
the alh-ged activities of a man who is 
connected with the Newton Soldiers’ 
I Relief Department, and who. McCabe 
asserted, has received $6900.59 from 
I tin- city daring the is months ending 
April 30. 1939, in addition to a consid- 
j erable sum received from the Federal 
| government. Following the reading of 
his prepared statement relative to the 
Soldiers’ Relief Department. McCabe 
moved that the committee of three be 
appointed, one of whom shall be a vet- 
eran. and the Board voted in favor of 
the motion, without any opposition. 

Alderman McCabe’s statement was 
as follows: 

“Since last May I have on several 
occasions spoken of the pernicious 
stooge system of the mayor 

“He has of course denied such a 
system, but that denial is an insult to 
anyone’s intelligence. His replies may 
be summed up as follows: ‘Ten per 
cent men.’ ’That’s bunk. ’Aldermen 
have no right to investigate.’ Let us 
not deviate or go astray from the idea 
that a public office is a public trust.' 
‘Motivated by politics.’ ‘Dual capaci- 
ty.’ and finally that very clever and 
smart remark. ‘It’s like a mosquito 
bite. It soon passes over. 

"On March 6. 1939. I gave the board 
a mild report of repulsive and dishon- 
est practices of two of the mayor’s 
puls. Stooge No. 3 and 3A. He laughed 
that off for awhile. Again on March 
2(* I gave figures paid personally to 
Stooge No. 3 for 193S and up to Feb. 
2S. 1939. as $6164.80. This amount is 
now $6900.59 up to April 30. 1939. a to- 
tal ofl6 months. This is exclusive of 


Board Votes To Reconsider 
Action On “Welcome House” 


Rawson Castigates Action Of 
Majority In Delaying 
Immediate Vote 


Last Friday Mayor Childs vetoed 
the order passed by tlie Board of Al- 
dermen on April 17 which calls for 
the abolishing on July 1 of the office 
of sergeant-mechanic In the Newton 
police department. The Aldermen vot- 
ed 19 to 1 to abolish this office, con- 
tending that it is not necessary, and 
that the repair and maintenance work 
on the police automobiles can and 
should he done by the civilian assist- 
ant of the sergeant-mechanic. The 
Mayor contends that the office is nec- 
essary. When the office was created, 
it was asserted that the then motor- 
cycle policemen were not obeying in- 
struct ions of the mechanic because he 
did not outrank them. The mechanic 
at that time had the rating of a pa- 
trolman. 

By a vote of IS to 1 the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night overrode 
the vote. 


Alderman Rawson, chairman of the 
Claims & Rules Committee explained 
that this committee, in recommend- 
ing the abolition of the office, had 
been entirely guided by the reports 
of the special committee which had 
investigated the office, and the Fi- 
nance Committee which recommend- 
ed its abolitiou in the interest of 
economy. 

Alderman Temperley. who was the i 
only member of the Board to vote to 
sustain the Mayor’s veto, said he was : 
puzzled about the situation. He said 
the special committee which investi- 
gated the duties of the sergeam-me 
chanic, had worked on this matter for ; 
a year and a half and conferred with J 
the Mayor several times, and then 
brought in a report of progress. Tem- 
perley said the committee theu pre- 
pared a further report, but never pre- 
sented it to the Board of Aldermen. 
He commented that the report may 
have contained certain features which 
it was wise not to make public. He

any money derived from cases the 
stooge settles with the mayor’s pro- 
tection and approval. Look at the city 
treasurer’s pay rolls. 

“On March 28 I made a written re- 
quest on th^ commissioner of state 
aid and pensions, under Section 18. 
Chapter 115. General Laws. This was 
as an alderman, veteran and taxpay- 
er. Our state commissioner made a 
thorough investigation, and in his opin- 
ion there has never been another case 
like it in Massachusetts. The informa- 
tion he obtained has also been turned 
over to the state police and our dis- 
trict attorney. The point in question 
just now is that all of these pay- 
ments to Stooge No. 3 have been ap- 
proved by the mayor 

“The mayor on April 3 further weak- 
ened the police protection by taking a 
patrolman from his regular duties to 
act as his private investigator. This 
was done notwithstanding the fact 
that we have a competent and hon- 
est inspectors' division in the Police 
Department, but the mayor ignored 
this group. This so-called special in- 
vestigator spent most of his time with 
Stooge No. 3, visiting the out-of-city 
cases who have Newton settlements. 
These are divided into beneficiaries 
(those who submit) and victims (those 
who do not submit >. There are many 
nasty true 9tories connected with these 
cases. Beneficiaries, of course, re- 
ceive more coin than the victims. 

“The mayor was quite indignant that 
I sh old have been given this money 
information. He made some false ac- 
cusations. I received none from the 
director of soldiers’ relief. I purpose- 
ly avoided him He has a most diffi- 
cult job to handle with the mayor and 
Stooge No. 3 directing procedure. My 
information came from the city comp- 
troller who very properly informed 
the mayor that he gave it to me. He 
gave me this information at my re- 
quest. That's my right, and the right 
of every alderman to see where our 
city's money goes. 

“I have stated before that the mayor 
fosters, sponsors, aids, abets, encour- 
ages and protects his stooges. His loy- 
alty to them is unquestioned. They can 
do just as they please in several de- 
partments. destroying efficiency and 
morale, and Mr. Taxpayer pays the 
freight. For over three years l have 
felt the sanctimonious heat, not al- 
ways from the head, but from high- 
er boss or a stooge. Right here and 
now I challenge th- mayor and his 
motley < rew to do their worst. I shall 
continue to use my best efforts to ex- 
pose hypocrisy aud dishonesty. 

“In conclusion. I want to say that

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Angier School 
Starts Annual 
Garden Project 

The children at the Angier School, 
Waban, are about to start their year- 
ly experiment in gardening. They 
will not only plant the seeds, but will 
dig and prepare the soil, later trans- 
planting the seedlings to the garden 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles M. Clark, 
parents of one of the children, and 
to their own individual home gardens. 

The principal of the school, Mr. Car- 
Ion Ray, says there is a great deal of 
enthusiasm shown among the chil- 
dren for this new project In fact, in 
a recent lecture on gardening, to the 
fourth, fifth, and sixth grades, it 
looked as if several hundred pupils 
were not only willing to work in the 
school garden but anxious to have one 
of their own too. 

Mr. Hall Carpenter, landscape con- 
sultant, gave the lecture, and has con- 
sented to get the children started. In 
his talk he reviewed the fundamen- 
tals of gardening, the preparation of | 
the soil, planting of seeds, etc., and , 
showed lantern slides of some of the J 
flowers the children will plant. 

The New England Toro Company 
has given a generous supply of an- 
nual seeds; cosmos, verbena, nico- 
tiana, nasturtiums, sunflow’ers, mari- 
golds, zinnias, to name a few of the 
commoner varieties. This last week, 
under the direction of Mr. Carpenter, 
the school garden club, consisting of 
children chosen from the upper three 
grades, in groups of ten or twelve, 
dug and prepared the soil. In the 
near future the children will plant 
seeds. Groups will take turns keeping 
the ground watered, and then culti- 
vated when the seedlings appear. 

This year, instead of neglecting the 
plants in the summer when school is 
no longer in session, the children -will 
transplant them. Mrs. Clark of Dor- 
set rd., Waban, has generously of- 
fered the school the use of her an- 
nual flower beds. Under the super- 
vision of Mrs. Clifford Parcher of the 
Waban Garden Club, and Mr. Ray, 
the children will discuss the landscap- 
ing of Mrs. Clark’s flower beds; what 
plants to set in various places; the 
mixture of flowers in regard to 
height, color, etc. 

For indoor interest the three divi- 
sions of the fifth and sixth grades 
will plant tuberoses in pots in their 
schoolrooms. These fragrant flowers 
are usually started indoors in this lo- 
cality. They quickly send up numer- 
ous shoots, so the children can watch 
their development in the schoolroom. 
At the end of the term the tuberoses 
will be big enough to transplant to 
Mrs. Clark’s garden. 

Last year the gardening project 
consisted of planting a few vegeta- 
bles in the school garden and supply- 
ing all the children interested with 
a package of seeds. The school gar- 
dens dried up during the summer 
and the children knew so little about 
the actual process of gardening that 
they didn’t have much luck. How- 
ever, the enthusiasm still lived. 


Second Church In Newton 
Opens Educational Building 

The Second Church in Newton, West 
Newton, opens its new Educational 
Building today for the first time. This 
seventy-five thousund dollar addition 
to the beautiful West Newton church 
lias been made imperative by the 
swift and steady growth of the church 
and church school in recent years. 

This Educational Building, plunned 
by the architects of the firm of Church, 
Allen. Cullens, und Willis of Boston, 
contains twenty-three new class rooms 
and five larger rooms, to be used as 
parlors or assembly rooms. ' The build- 
ing rounds out the exterior of the 
Idunt in a most satisfying fashion, for 
the beautiful spire now rises out of 
the centre of the muss of buildings. 
The view of the church from Chest- 
nut and Margin sts. is now most un- 
unusul for tlie roofs of the vurious 
buildings rise upon one another from 
level to level, culminating in the 
spire in a manner seldom seen in this 
country. The Building Committee, 
composed of F. S. Hoyt, ebuirman, E. 
A. Dockstader und (' (' Macomber, 
has been in charge of the construction 


and furnishing. Harty Blaney Con- 
struction Company has been the gen- 
eral contractor in charge. 

The church school, tinder the di- 
rection of Frank Grebe, director of 
Religious Education for twelve years, 
now enrolls about six hundred chil- 
dren and is administered by a staff of 
seventy-five teachers. The Committee 
of Religious Education consists of the 
following: Richnrd B. Cole, chairman. 
H. A. Amidon. Mrs. R. B. Cattell, Mrs. 
J. G. Cook, C. M. Cutler. Mrs. R. II. 
Garritt. G. G. Jewett, James B. Pal- 
mer. Mrs. W. C. Wyman; ex-officio: 
Dr. Boynton Merrill and Frank Grebe. 

Under the new plans, to be put in- 
to effect May 7th. the entire school 
will convene each Sunday at 9:15 a. m. 
The Toddler. Kindergarten and Pri- 
mary Departments will meet for three 
hours: 9:15 to 12:15. A most un- 
usual and varied program of both in- 
door and outdoor activities has been 
planned. For four years the church 
has conducted a daily Nursery School 
under the direction of Miss Ann Mark 
and this longer Sunday session but 
extends the very successful weekday 
sessions and opens them to a far 
larger number of children. 

The Junior, Intermediate and Sen- 
ior Departments will meet from 9:13 
to 10:45 and many unique activities 
are being projected by the Committee 
of Religious Education and Mr. Grebe. 

The Educational Building is to be 
open for public inspection on Friday 
and Saturday. May 5th and 6th. from 
4 until 6 and 7:30 to 10 o’clock. A 
cordial invitation to all interested 
friends is extended to visit this new 
and commodious building erected by 
the large and forward-looking parish 
in West Newton.

Aldermen Vote to Reconsider Action

present. According to Hutchinson, 
all the members of the Board should 
Vote on such an important decision. | 

Alderman Rnwson said there was 
no need to vote on reconsidering this 
matter. It had been defeated nt the 1 
preceding meeting by having failed 
to obtniti a two-thirds vote, and he 
asked - "Why drag it out again?” | 
Rnwson characterized the action of 
the majority in asking for a post- [ 
ponement of the vote on this matter 
as "the smoothest, slickest piece of 
political trickery I have seen in this | 
Board." Rawson snid that the advo- 
cates of the postponement know that J 
no one of the eight members who j 
were opposed to the petition had 
changed his mind, nnd he dared them 
to take a vote on it nt this meeting. 
He snid that we have heard about 
"invisible government,” and this is 
an example of it and he said — “You 
are playing cheap politics, and you 
are playing fast and loose with the 
zoning ordinance.” He asserted that 
if the zoning ordinance is trifled with 
in Newton people who moved hero 
from other places in the belief that 
the city governments of Newton ; 
could be depended upon, will move | 
out of the city to Wellesley, Weston 
and other towns where zoning ordi- j 
nances will be protected. He said that 
the future of the city is at stake, and 
he would fight this matter to the 
bitter end. 

Alderman Tiffin agreed with Raw- 
son and said there is no assurance 
that all of the Aldermen would be 
present at the next meeting, or nt any 
meeting. Alderman McKay said he 
did not object to the deferring of ac- 
tion on the matter, and lie stated 
that he will vote against it unless 
he changes his mind in the interim. 
He voted for the petition at the April 
17th meeting, but he had since been 
informed that the City of Newton 
would be responsible for the educa- 
tion of the girls at "Welcome House." 
Alderman Inches asked Alderman 
Hutchinson if he would agree to post- 
pone a vote on the granting of the 
petition until some meeting when all 
members of the Board would be pres- 
ent? Hutchinson did not give a defi- 
nite answer. 

Alderman Gaddis said he voted for 
reconsideration for a purpose. He 
said his conscience had troubled him 
because he had voted in favor of the 
petition at the previous meeting. He 
said he had since found out some 
things and that unless lie changes 
his mind, he will vote against the 
amendment on May 15. He said lie 
would favor postponing the vote on 
the petition to May 15 if the maker 
of the motion to postpone (Hutchin- 
son), would agree to the amendment 
to have the vote on the petition de- 
ferred until a meeting at which all 
21 members will be present. Aider- 
man Hughes made the amendment sug- 
gested by Inches and Gaddis. 

Alderman Hutchinson said he was 
sorry that Rawson took the view that 
members of the Board were indulging 


in slick, political trickery, and hoped 
he would retract it. Rawson replied j 
thnt he would not take back one word, 
that he did not regret anything he 
had said. Ho asserted thnt during 
the past two weeks there had been 
subtle, efficient propaganda by per- 
sons endeavoring to have the permit 
for Welcome House granted: that the 
Aldermen had been on the “hot seat." 
and they will be subjected to addi- 
tional propaganda the coming two 
weeks. Alderman Colby said lie re- 
alized the strain Rawson had been 
under, because of the controversy over 
“Welcome House," nnd he lauded Raw- 
son for his efforts to protect the zon- 
ing ordinance during the four years 
he has been chairman of the Claims 
& Rules Committee. Colby said thnt 
to grant the permit will adversely af- 
fect the city in the future. He stated 
that he believes the next time the 
matter will be voted on. more of the 
Aldermen will oppose it. Alderman 
Temperley snid that no propaganda 
had been directed at him and his 
mind is made np on the question. 

Alderman Tiffin said the question 
of the full board being present had 
not been raised at the preceding meet- 
ing. and he asked why it was raised 
at this meeting? He said thnt he 
had been informed by the State De- 
partment of Education that the City of 
Newton will be responsible for the 
education of the girls who will be 
domiciled at “Welcome House.” Tif- 
fin asserted that the matter should 
be voted on now. Alderman Rawson 
remarked — "You will hear more on 
this two weeks from now. than you 
will if it is voted on tonight.” Al- 
derman Colby asked for a ruling from 
the City Solicitor about the legality 
of postponing action on the matter, 
and Alderman Walker, who was pre- 
siding answered that the City Solicitor 
had advised that it could. 

The vote was first taken on the I 
amendment to have a vote postponed l 
on the petition until all members of 
the Board will be present. This 
amendment was lost. Those voting in 
favor of it were Aldermen Barwise, 
Fahey, Gaddis, Hoffman, Hughes, Inch- 
es. Rawson and Tiffin. There was 
some misunderstanding about the way 
in which the amendment had been put. 
and a couple of the Aldermen stated 
they had voted under a mistaken im- 
pression. Alderman Hughes comment- 
ed that stress had been made on the 
claim of "fair play,” by deferring a 
vote on the permit for “Welcome 
House” until all members of the 
Board will be present, but the vote 
taken on the amendment did not give 
evidence of fair play on the part of 
those nsking for it. 

The vote was then taken on the 
question of postponing action on the 
petition until the meeting of May 15. 
Those who voted in favor of the mo- 
tion to postpone were Aldermen Ash- 
enden, Bacon, Everts. Hoffman. Hut- 
chinson, Lockwood. McCabe, McKay. 
Schipper and Temperley. Those vot- 
ing in the negative were: Barwise, 
Colby, Fahey. Gaddis, Hughes, Inches, 
Rawson and Tiffin.

Farlow of a stone chapel and con- 
servatory, to be built on the site of 
the receiving tomb, and to be called 
the Bigelow Memorial Chapel, after 
the beloved Dr. Henry Bigelow. 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night, the rules 
of the fire department were amended 
so that all horses must be exercised 
daily from 30 minutes to one hour on 
specified streets. 


A hearing was held on the applica- 
tion of Lloyd Brothers for a permit to 
operate a carpet benting shop on 
Washington st.. near the Catholic 
Church. C. P. Harkins, objecting for 
Father Green, said the noise would 
disturb week day services at the 
church, and disease germs from car- 
pets brought from sick rooms might 
be spread.

50 YEARS AGO

The grounds of the new Eliot 
Church at Newton have been cleared 
of rubbish this week and the carpen- 
ter work in the building is about com- 
pleted. 


On Sunday it was so warm that all 
the windows were thrown open and 
on Monday morning thin sheets of ice 
covered the pools left by Sunday 
night’s rain. 

John T. Burns has added a colored 
bootblack to his barber shop, so that 
it is now possible for a gentleman to 
have his boots blacked in Newton 
without doing so himself. 


Fifteen cases of diphtheria were re- 
ported to the Newton Board of Health 
in March, three of scarlet fever, and 
one of typhoid. Only two of the diph- 
theria cases proved fatal. 


John B. Carter was thrown from 
his wagon on Tremont st. on Mon- 
day when another wagon ran into his. 
His hack was seriously injured and he 
was attended by Dr. Frisbee. 


An adverse report by the Claims & 
Rules Committee of the Roard of Al- 
dermen on Monday night of the claim 
of Edmund Terrio of Nonantum for 
damages to his automobile as a re- 
sult of a collision with Engine 1 of 
the Newton Fire Department a few 
months ago. resulted in a criticism 
of the practise of drivers of fire 
trucks in going to the left of blink- 
ing beacons, or silent policemen at 
street intersections. Alderman Raw- 
son, in reporting for the Claims & 
Rules Committee stated that photo- 
graphs taken after the collision 
showed that Terrio’s car apparently 
had been traveling at a high rate of 
speed, and there was at least contrib- 
utory negligence on his part. 

Alderman Colby asked if the dri- 
ver of the fire engine had gone to 
the left of the blinker at the inter- 
section of Thornton and Pearl sts., 
and upon being given an affirmative 
answer, said he would have some re- 
marks to make on this subject later 
in the meeting. Before the meetitng 
adjourned, Colby told of an experience 
his wife had a few days previous. She 
was driving her car along Franklin 
st.. Newton, and as she passed El- 
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tersection of Centre and Franklin sts., 
and forced Mrs. Colby to drive her 
car onto the sidewalk, almost col- 
liding with a post and hydrant. Short- 
ly after the incident, Colby and his 
wife went to the fire stution at New- 
ton to make a complaint, but were 
told by the fireman in charge there, 
that drivers of fire apparatus have 
the right to go to the left of traffic 
signals. The Ward 7 Alderman com- 
mented that he did not get the kind 
of reception he had anticipated. He 
later took tlie matter up with Chief 
Randlett, and the chief told him that 
there is room at Centre and Franklin 
sts. for the fire trucks to be driven to 
the right of the traffic beucon, and 
that lie had previously given instruc- 
tions tliut the apparatus from the 
Newton fire station should he driven 
to the right of this beacon. 

Colby said that some serious acci- 
dent will occur if the practise of driv- 
ing fire trucks to the left of traffic 
beacons continues. He made a mo- 
tion tliut the Committee on Street 
Traffic study the advisability of re- 
moving blinkers from street inter- 
sections and substituting "Stop” signs. 
Alderman RawHon said tliut Acting 
Street Commissioner Huughey bud in- 
formed him that the city would suve 
money by eliminating the blinkers. 
Rawson suggested that the blinker ut 
the intersection of Ward and Centre 
sts. be removed.

During the many years we have at- 
tended meetings of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen, nnd reported them, we 
linve endeavored to be fair in our 
statements regarding the official acts 
of members of the various Boards in 
the past, and they gave us credit 
for this attitude. So. it is with regret 
that we feel constrained nt this time 
to make nil adverse criticism of the 
majority of the members of the pres- 
ent Roard because of their action on 
Inst Monday night in resorting to 
what Alderman Rnwson termed “slick 
political trickery.” We refer to the 
action of the majority of the Board 
in voting to postpone further action 
on the petition of Mildred Clark Sears 
et al for a permit to allow* the use 
of the Clark mansion on Claremont 
st., Newton, as a home-school for 
girls under the direction of the Flor- 
ence Crittenton League. 

The property in question is in an 
excellent, single residence zone. Be- 
cause several owners of abutting prop- 
erties had objected to the granting of 
the permit, under the provisions of 
the Newton zoning ordinance, a two- 
thirds vote of the Board of Aider- 
men w*as necessary to have the peti- 
tion granted. There are 21 members 
in the Board. At the meeting on April 
17, when this matter was voted upon, 
20 members of the Board were pres- 
ent. Twelve of them, including Pres- 
ident Floyd, favored the petition. 
Eight members opposed it. Alderman 
Jamieson, who was absent, sent word 
that he favored the petition. Thus, 
the views of all 21 members of the 
Board were placed on record, and two- 
thirds of the members were not in 
favor of the petition. One member 
who did favor it, (Alderman McCabe) 
voted with the minority, so that he 
might move for reconsideration, which 
he did. This was quite proper, and 
similar action had been taken in the 
past by other Boards of Aldermen. 

But, when this matter came before 
the Board of Aldermen last Monday 
night, tactics were resorted to by 
those leading the fight for the peti- 
tion which we never saw used by 
any Board of Aldermen during our 
memory. After the motion to have 
the adverse vote of April 17th, on 
"Welcome House” reconsidered, Al- 
derman Hutchinson, who has been 
leading the fight in favor of granting 
the petition, moved that further ac- 
tion on the matter be postponed until 
the following meeting. May 15. Hut- 
chinson argued that because the ques- 
tion is so important, all 21 members 
of the Board should be present. This 


argument was not even specious, be- 
cause nil hut one member of the Board 
had been present at the preceding 
meeting when the vote was taken, and 
this member had sent w’ord that he 
favored the petition. So, it was ab- 
solutely known thnt 13 members had 
favored the petition, and that 8 op- 
posed it. It was also known that 
none of these 8 hnd chnnged his view, 
that nil were present, nnd that if an- 
other vote were taken on the petition 
last Monday night, a permit for the 
use of the Clark property by the Flor- 
ence Crittenton League would again 
be refused. It was also obvious that 
the plan to delay a second vote on 
this question had been prearranged, 
as Vice President Walker, who pre- 
sided, stated thnt City Solicitor Bart- 
lett had ruled thnt such a postpone- 
ment was permissible. 

Alderman Hutchinson's argument 
for the delay, on the contention that 
in the interest of fair play all mem- 
bers of the Board should be present 
to vote on the matter, in our opinion, 
merited the castigation it received 
from Alderman Rnwson. One need not 
he very astute to realize that the 
"strategy" of the majority in postpon- 
ing action on the matter was for the 
purpose of accomplishing one of two 
things — to influence one of the eight 
minority members to change his vote, 
or the hope that one of the eight 
would he absent at the following meet- 
ing. And ns Alderman Hughes com- 
mented. there was no evidence of fair 
play on the part of the majority, when 
they refused to vote for the amend- 
ment which was moved to guarantee 
that no vote will he taken on the mat- 
ter unless all 21 members of the Board 
shall be present at the meeting when 
action on this petition is again taken. 

When the Zoning Ordinance was 
passed, a wise provision was made 
which specified that a two-thirds vote 
of the Board of Aldermen shall be re- 
quired when any abuttor objects to a 
modification of the zoning ordinance 
in a residential zone. By their vote on 
Monday night the majority of the 
Boards of Aldermen established a prec- 
edent for the purpose of circumventing 
this protection of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance; a precedent that does not augur 
well for the future of Newton. Here- 
tofore, members of past Boards of Al- 
dermen have "played cricket.” They 
have evidenced a high standard of 
ethics in endeavoring to abstain from 
pulling “smart stuff” in the conduct of 
their offlcinl actions. And former

Rotary Club 

The guest speaker at the Newton 
Rotary Club luncheon on Monday at 
the Brae Burn Club was Dr. Harold D. 
Chope, director of Newton Public 
Health Department. It was Dr. 
Chope’s directional efforts which re- 
cently gave Newton first, prize in the 
Nationul Tuberculosis Cumpaign. 

Dr. Chope handled the subject of tu- 
berculin tests and prevention in a most 
instructive and capable manner. 
Among the many points he brought 
out were that the citizens of Newton 
had paid some $360,000 towards the 
cost of the Middlesex Tuberculosis 
Hospital located in Waltham. Newton 
also used 60.000 patient days for which 
$16,000 was paid out of the Health De- 
partment budget; und the city was fur- 
ther assessed for an additional $41,000 
to make up Newton’s total expense for 
that year. 

The trend of tuberculosis test preven- 
tion in this district was shown by com- 
paring the progress during the years 
1032 and 1938. In 1932, 9.099 cases 
were tested and in 1938, 22,856 cases 
were tested. Mention was also made 
of the fact that the sale of tuberculosis 
seals, which are so generously sub- 
scribed to by Newton citizens yearly, 
took care of all organization expenses. 

A very recent test of Newton High 
School pupils showed 20 per cent of 
positive cases which will undoubtedly 
only result in one actuul case among 
these students. This certainly em- 
phasizes the efforts and efficiency of 
Newton’s Public Health Department. 
Dr. Chope said that the mortalities of 
persons between the ages of 15 and 45 
years were 66 out of every 100,000 
during 1938, that the deaths from tu- 
berculosis of unskilled workers were 
much greater than among skilled 
workers, and that deaths among the 
professional class were much fewer 
than among those of the working 
cluss. 

In the populated sections of the coun- 
try these tuberculin tests and preven- 
tion work was carried on at conveni- 
ently located and well organized clin- 
ics. and in the rural districts automo- 
bile trailers go direct to those to be 
tested. X-ray machines are used ex- 
tensively both in the clinics and trail- 
ers. This fine and efficient prevention 
work which has been carried out in 
recent years lias shown that deaths 


from the "white plague" including the 
period from 1910 to 1936 have been r**- 
duced to one-third. While Dr. (’hope 
felt that tuberculosis Is well under 
control, he emphasizes the fact that 
"N" bom-' i - mi'.- until .'Very home is 
safe,’’ and advised tho full aooporation 
of all citizens in the prevention of tu- 
berculosis. by seeing to it that exam- 
inations and tests are made promptly 
and that the public be educated to tho 
knowledge that tuberculosis is a cur- 
able disease and can be definitely 
cured.

Come unto me and ye slit^ll 
find rest from all your woes, your sor- 
rows. your sins, and your diseases, 
through the power of God, here and 
now. 

True Ministry 

The word “minister” means “to do 
things needful or helpful: to render 
aid: to be serviceable: to give or 
supply something.” No matter how 
successful and efficient one may be, 
there comes a time in everyone’s life 
when his human efforts fail him. He 
is inevitably forced to reach out to 
some power beyond and above him- 
self in order to overcome his difficul- 
ties. While this may seem to be a 
time of discouragement, it is really a 
period of great hopefulness. The man 
who reaches the place in his mental 
journey where he sees the futility of 
mere human will, the inability of the 
human intellect to guide him aright, 
the utter failure of material means 
and methods to heal him, the inability 
of material pleasures and sensual in- 
dulgences to bring true happiness, has 
taken the first step toward Ills de- 
liverance. It is right here that the 
compassionate and loving ministry of 
Christian Science comes to his aid, 
strengthens his courage, exalts his 
hope, supplies that which is needful, 
and leads him forward and onward. 

Having reached this point of con- 
viction that there is a divine power 
beyond and above the human and 
that this power is adequate to sup- 
ply that which is needful, the next 
step is to learn the nature of that 
power and how that power can be 
practically applied to our human 
needs. It is here that the compas- 
sionate and loving ministry of Chris- 
tian Science comes to our aid and 
teaches us the true nature of God or 
the supreme power of the universe. 
Surely we cannot avail ourselves of 
this supreme power unless we under- 
stand the nature, character, and es- 
sence of that power. Our ability to lay 
hold upon this power is in direct pro- 
portion to our comprehension of it. 
In Psalms we read, “God hath spoken 
once: twice have I heard this; that 
power belongeth unto God.” Then the 
more we understand about God the 
more practically we can utilize His 
power. 

Definition of God 

In the Christian Science textbook, 
"Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures” by Mary Baker Eddy 
< p. 4Gf» » . we have this definition of 
Deity: “God is incorporeal, divine, 
supreme, infinite Mind, Spirit, Soul, 
Principle, Life, Truth, Love.” This 
clear, succinct definition of God haH 
not only blessed the vust number of 
persons who have become Christian 
Scientists, but is rapidly transforming 
false theological beliefs and is leav- 
ening the whole of human thought. 
God’s nature never changes; He is the 
same yesterday, today, and forever, 
but through uplifted thinking und ex- 
ulted consciousness we can discern 
more and more of the divine character 
und attributes. How often we go to 
a familiar spot which we have visited 
many times, und see something t hat 
we have never seen before! The land- 
scape hud not chunged, but we took 
in more of the beauty thut was always 
there; the scene had not changed, 
but our discernment of it hud changed. 
In writing to the suints of Ephesus, 
Puul prayed thut God might give 
unto them “the spirit of wisdom und 
revelation in the knowledge of him: 


the eyes of [their] understanding be- 
ing enlightened.” While in the defi- 
nition just quoted Mrs. Eddy has used 
the fntnilinr Scripturnl terms for God. 
she has also used other terms which 
do not appear in the Bible. These 
terms bring to our thought phases of 
His character which are constantly set 
forth in the Bible and thus are both 
logical and Scriptural. But the most 
basic reason for their use is thnt they 
are demonstrable and provable. In a 
very striking passage in the Christian 
Science textbook, its author has writ- 
ten <p. 547). “You enn prove for your- 
self. dear reader, the Science of heal- 
ing. and so ascertain if the author 
has given you the correct interpreta- 
tion of Scripture." Surely we could 
not ask for more than tangible, unas- 
sailable. definite proof. 

God Is Divine Mind 

In Job we are admonished, “Ac- 
quaint now thyself with him, nnd be 
at peace: thereby good shall come 
unto thee.” so let us see how we can 
gain that true understanding of God 
and thus lay hold upon that power 
divine which brings into human ex- 
perience abiding joy. peace, and heal- 
ing. The understanding of God ns 
Mind is most helpful in enabling us 
to prove His power and presence. The 
word “infinite,” which Christian Sci- 
ence constantly uses in connection with 
Mind, is of great significance and im- 
portance. The word “infinite” means 
“unlimited.” That which is infinite 
has no peer, no competitor, no op- 
ponent. for there is nothing outside of 
it or beyond it. An infinite power must 
be all-power, for there is none be- 
side it than can restrain it or curtail 
its activity. There is nothing that 
can be opposed to the infinite and All. 
As the Bible so clearly declares, “He 
is in one mind, and who can turn him? 
nnd what his soul desireth, even that 
he doeth.” 

Since God is Mind and All-power 
He must be the only creator, nnd 
Mind’s creation must be the only cre- 
ation. There is no other power time 
could bring anything into being. Kight 
here Christian Science gives us an- 
other most helpful truth about God. 
or Mind, namely, that "Mind in every 
case is the eternal God. good” (Science 
and Health, p. 415). Since God is 
Mind, the only power, the only creator, 
then God’s creation is a good cre- 
ation. The power of infinite good 
that brought it into being must be 
supremely active in that creation. The 
only law operating in that creation 
is the law of Mind or good. The 
Scriptures frequently refer to the wis- 
dom and knowledge of God. Wisdom is 
supreme, divine, unerring intelligence, 
and He who is all-wise governs His 
creation wisely, intelligently, and 
beneficently. The power of Mind or 
supreme good always operates to bring 
into manifestation the highest degree 
of good, the greatest manifestation 
of good. 

The All ness of Good 

In the light of the foregoing facts. 
Christian Science, through its com- 
passionate and loving ministry, shows 
us clearly and demonstrably the nll- 
ness of good and the unreality of evil. 
The human mind has accepted the 
false belief in the reality of evil for so 
long that it is reluctant to acknowl- 
edge the great truth of being, the 
allness of good. It is only when proof 
displaces doubt and demonstration 
supersedes mere belief that the human 
mind forsakes its false basis and re- 
joices in healing. If a person does not 
think intelligently about something, 
he makes mistakes, that is, he gets the 
wrong answer in place of the right 
one. Evil is only a mistake, a mistaken 
sense or false concept about that 
which is true. To properly correct or 
overcome a mistake one must know 
the fact. To liecome impatient with 
t lie one who has made the mistake is 
never helpful, but to show him lov- 
ingly and kindly where he is wrong 
and to explain graciously to the erring 
one what is right, is healing nnd re- 
demptive. Argument never brings con- 
viction; demonstration is all-conclus- 
ive. 

Demonstration Inculcates Faith 

A man who was suffering from 
ulcers of t lie throat once came into 
a Christian Science practitioner’s 
office. He said that Christian Science 
had been recommended to him. but he 
did not see how Christian Science 
could do anything for him. as he was 
an atheist, and that he hud no faith 
in Christian Science treatment. It 
was lovingly explained to him that he 
did not need to have any faith, but 
that after lie hud been healed through 
Gods power he would naturally have 
faith resulting from incontrovertible 
proof. Under those conditions he was 
willing to have Christian Science 
treatment. The treatment was given 
and a later examination showed that 
the trouble bud entirely disappeared. 
Thut one proof of the power <>f God 
made available to man accomplished 
more tiiun any amount of argument. 
The man who lias lost his wny«und 
who bus thereby wasted many valu- 
able hours and traveled muny useless 
miles needs to be shown the right way 
to reach his destination. To explain to 
him that he is on tin* wrong road is 
helpful, but to show him how to find 
tlie right road is best of all. After 
In* bus arrived at his destination 
quickly and sufely Ik* is not very apt 
to go buck to tlie wrong road. 

God Is the Only Presence 

Since God is Mind, tlie one infinite 


good, the only power. He is the only 
presence. Ho who is All-power must 
be ever-present, for the supreme pow- 
er of the universe could not be absent 
from tlie universe. How does God’s 
power become operative in our ex- 
perience? By tlie realization of His 
presence! The Bible speaks of "him 
that filleth all in all." The value and 
reality of anything is our conscious- 
ness of it. As we become conscious 
of tlie over-presence of God or good, 
we lose the consciousness of evil and 
wrong, and its seeming power is ren- 
dered inoperative in our experience. 
God is ever-present. We only have to 
become conscious of His presence. As 
we are conscious of His presence we 
are unconscious of His absence. Be- 
cause He is now here, evil is no where. 

There was a man whose sight had 


almost entirely disappeared. He went 
to see a Christian Science practition- 
er. and a treatment was given. A 
Christian Science treatment is the 
realization of the all-power and ever- 
presence of good. In “The First Church 
of Christ. Scientist, and Miscellany" 
(p. 3fi4) our revered Leader tells us 
that a practitioner of Christian Sci- 
ence is aide to “heal the sick, by recog- 
nizing tlie supremacy and allness of 
good.” Since good nnd the power of 
good are ever-present, the ability to 
see must be ever-present. Sight is a 
gift of God and must have been right 
there, for God was there. When this 
truth was realized, the sufferer, like 
the man whom Jesus healed, “came 
seeing.” and his sight was fully re- 
stored. It was proved that the God- 
bestowed ability to see was ever- 
present : the inability to see was never 
present, was never anyone, anywhere, 
or anybody. Tlie recognition of the 
presence of good was accomplished 
by tlie manifestation of the power, the 
activity, and expression of good. 

The compassionate and loving min- 
istry of Christian Science brings har- 
mony to every situation, heals dis- 
ease. uplifts human relationships into 
tlie realm of the good nnd true. The 
Psalmist sang. “Surely the righteous 
shall give thanks unto thy name: the 
upright shall dwell in thy presence.” 
All that is ever present in God’s 
creation is that which He has brought 
into being. Infinite Mind nnd divine 
good has brought forth its own pure 
and perfect ideas, and they are all 
that are ever present or expressed. As 
we perceive and discern God’s pres- 
ence we become conscious of harmony, 
not discord: love, not hate; joy. not 
sorrow: affluence, not want; goodness 
and virtue, not sin and evil. Tlie man 
whose back is turned toward the sun- 
set does not see its beauty and grand- 
eur: he is not looking in the right di- 
rection. Christian Science keeps us 
looking in tlie right direction. It en- 
ables us to hold our gaze Godward. 
not earthward: to Mind’s perfect ex- 
pression, not to error’s false present- 
ments; to what God has done and 
which error lias never undone. 

True standard of Thinking 

As we are helped onward and up- 
ward through the gracious ministry 
of Christian Science, as we know God 
aright, as we discern His true cre- 
ation. we have a basis or standard 
for our thinking by means of which 
we can bring into our lives that 
which is worthy and good and reject 
thut which is baseless and 
false. The greatest treasure t hut we 
have, tin* most valuable possession, is 
the ability to think. That which will 
show us how to think aright is indeed 
priceless. To understand what is right 
and true is a divine gift with which 
no earthly talent can be compared. In 
speaking of it the Bible says: “Length 
of days is in her right hand; and in 
her left hand riches and honour. Her 
ways are tin* ways of pleasantness, and 
all her paths are peace.” Tlie most 
important business in which we are 
engaged is thinking. The right think- 
er is engaged in tin* most profitable 
business in tlie world. In our human 
affairs we naturally invest in those en- 
terprises which will bring us a right 
return and afford us the maximum 
of security and safety. The right 
thinker is engaged in a lofty enter- 
prise whose returns never fail him. 
hut are multiplied manyfold. His cap- 
ital consists of right ideas and Is 
never impaired, but remains intact 
and cannot be impaired. 

The basis for all true thinking is 
most beautifully set forth in the Chris- 
tian Science textbook oil puge 335, 
where we read. “Mind is the divine 
Principle, Love.” How clearly this sets 


forth the foundation for that right- 
eous thinking which alone brings 
pence, joy, success, health, nnd holi- 
ness! Since God is Mind and infinite 
Love, then every true thought must 
express Love. Every true thought or- 
iginates in God. divine Mind, and 
must express Him It' any thought 
does not come from God. divine Love, 
then it is utterly lacking in truth, 
power, and reality. As we entertain 
those thoughts that reflect God. divine 
Love, tlie supreme power of the uni- 
verse is on our side and we are on 
God’s side. As the hymn so beauti- 
fully puts it. "He always wins who 
sides with God." for lie is unfailingly 
on the right side. Every thought that 
expresses God has God’s power behind 
it and is invincible. It cannot fail. 
Failure is unknown to God. 


God’s Power on the Side of Right 

There was a man to whom a sum 
of money was owed which was being 
unlawfully withheld from him. One 
day after making repeated efforts to 
secure that which was rightfully due 
him, but without success, he determin- 
ed to make one more effort. Before do- 
ing so he carefully searched his own 
thought to see if he was acting 
in full conformity with thnt which 
was right. After a little heart- 
searching he found that he was with- 
holding from another that which 
was his honest due. He immediately 
took care of this honest obligation, 
and inside of forty-eight hours he was 
paid tlie entire sum t hat was due him. 
When he aligned himself with that 
which was right, God’s power became 
operative in his experience and the 
so-called power of evil was annulled. 
Tlie thoughts of honesty and gratitude 
had omnipotence behind them; tlie 
thoughts of dishonesty and ingrati- 
tude were proved impotent and pow- 
erless. As the Bllile so clearly states 
it, “In God I have put my trust; I 
will not fear what flesh can do unto 
me.” As we entertain God’s holy 
thoughts we need have no fear about 
what fleshy, carnal thinking is at- 
tempting to do, for it is nothing and 
can do nothing. 

litis is of Healing 

As we understand God better, as 
we see that He is always good, as we 
perceive more clearly that He is the 
only Mind and that the mind that is 
God is infinite Love, we find the basis 
for all true healing and redemption. 
In seeking a method of accomplishing 
anything we necessarily seek that 
method which is most successful and 
capable of bringing about the desired 
results. Jesus was the most success- 
ful healer who ever lived, and his 
method was tlie most efficient ever 
known. His work was unfailingly and 
unerringly effective, and surely we can 
find no better way. Every material 
method is relying on some sort of 
power. One person may rely on the 
supposed power of a drug to assauge 
his suffering: one may depend on sur- 
gery to help him; another may seek a 
change of climate to benefit him; but 
in every instance he believes that the 
system employed has the power to re- 
lieve him of ills distress. All material 
methods are. by their very nature, 
limited, tentative, and uncertain. At 
one time they will seem to help and 
then again they utterly fail: they often 
seem to benefit one and not another. 
Sometimes material means bring other 
difficulties which are far worse than 
tlie original trouble. 

A true method of healing must 
operate uniformly, unerringly, and 
with divine certainty. Such ti meth- 
od was tlie one that Jesus used in his 
compassionate and loving ministry. 
Jesus never failed, even in the most 
extreme cases; he was never at a loss 
as to what to do; he never classi- 
fied disease as curable or incurable; 
he never at any time admitted that it 
would take time to effect a cure, nor 
did lie ever prophesy a long period of 
convalescence or recovery. What was 
tin* secret of his unfailing success? 
lie was successful because lie relied 
wholly and unreservedly on God, that 
supreme and infinite power which cre- 
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ites and maintains the universe. He 
knew that tlie power of God or good 
was unlimited nnd unrestricted, nnd 
because It Is supreme It is ever- 
operntive nnd universally available. 
God is infinite good nnd His power 
can only bring to pass goodness, 
health, holiness, harmony nnd right. 
No matter how long an evil condition 
hns seemed to exist, its seeming pow- 
er is rendered null and void when 
God’s supremacy is understood. 

Jesus' Way of Healing 

How beautifully Jesus proved this 
in the case of the boy who was 
afflicted with a dumb and deaf spirit, 
when his father brought him to Jesus 
for healing! You will recall that 
even the disciples had failed to cure 


him. Jesus asked the father how long 
this false condition had seemed to 
trouble the boy, and the father replied, 
“Of a child." Jesus then rebuked 
tlie dumb and deaf spirit and after 
he had cast him out tlie child was 
perfectly healed. Even though the 
difficulty had seemed to persist since 
childhood it was proved impotent and 
powerless. The power of infinite good 
had been there all the time: it had 
never been absent from God’s uni- 
verse. nor had it ever been unex- 
pressed. Man’s perfection and com- 
pleteness forever exist in the Mind 
that is God. God’s power, understood, 
only brings it into manifestation. 

I knew a woman of quite advanced 
years who was perfectly healed in 
Christian Science of a serious diffi- 
culty that she had had all her earthly 
life. Another friend, although one 
whom the world called no longer 
young, was perfectly healed of total 
paralysis. Her testimony later ap- 
peared in one of our periodicals as an 
expression of gratitude to God for 
His goodness, beneficence and love. 
True being is timeless and ageless. 
Infinite good knows no periods of ebb 
and flow, but is forever expressed to 
all His children. In the instance just 
referred to. Jesus "rebuked the foul 
spirit," which shows clearly that the 
malady was not primarily physical, 
although it seemed to express itself 
materially. The error was only a 
lying belief about man, and when 
Jesus rebuked it. repudiated it, nnd 
denied its reality and power, it was 
destroyed. False belief is never true, 
no matter how long is has been be- 
lieved, and Jesus proved that al- 
though tlie discord had been present 
"of a child.” it was not God-created 
and never was a part of man. 

God Is the Only Spirit 

Tlie compassionate and loving min- 
istry of Christian Science brings to 
ii- another great blessing Mi*' under- 
standing of God as Spirit. It leads 
us forever away from any thought of 
God as corporeal, humanized, or lim- 
ited. It takes us completely away 
from the trammels nnd limitations of 
a finite belief about God and reveals 
to us His infinitude ns omnipresent 
Spirit, infinite Truth, boundless Love, 
and limitless good. A^ we understand 
tills great fact we gain a released 
sense of life nnd attain (lie great pos- 
sibilities of tireless and infinite Being. 
In "Miscellaneous Writing" our be- 
loved Lender tells us (p. 282). “Re- 
member, it Is personality, and the 
sense of personality in God or in man, 
t lint limits man.” God never limits 
man. “Of his fulness have nil we re- 
ceived. and grace for grace,” and tlie 
recognition of this truth unfetters 
man nnd gives him that spiritual do- 
minion that God gave tlie man of His 
creating nnd which is forever his by 
divine right. Tlie Bible declares that 
God made man in His own image and 
likeness, and. since God is infinite 
Spirit, that likeness must lie a spirit- 
ual or divinely mental likeness. It 
could not be a physical likeness but 
a likeness of character; that is. man 
must express tlie nature or qualities of 
God. God is Truth and man expresses 
Truth. God is Love, so man reflects 
Love. God is good, so man manifests 
tlie goodness of God. God Is the only 
power, so man embodies tlie strength 
and power of God. The man of God, 
tlie real man, never manifests weak- 
ness, inability, incapacity, or failure. 
Strength, ability, capacity, and free- 
dom are inherent in man because he 
reflects God, good. 

God Creates All Good 

God is infinite Spirit, in whom is 
all good and from whom all good 
comes, or. as Hie Bible states it, it Is 


God “who giveth us richly all things 
to enjoy.” As we recognize our di- 
vine sonshlp we becomo spiritually 
aware or divinely conscious of thnt 
spiritual good or divine beneficence 
thnt is always at hand. Good does not 
Increase or decrease, but through 
spiritual enlightenment we become in- 
creasingly conscious of its presence 
and power. When one manifests a 
degree of success we often hear it 
snid, “He is mnking good.” Of course 
such a phrase is not a correct state- 
ment of tlie true status of things. No 
one creates any good; God hns cre- 
ated nil tlie good there is and made it 
accessible to mankind. It is mnn's 
natural inheritance nnd his right to 
enjoy it. Our enjoyment Of it is in 
direct proportion to our recognition 
of it. Humanity does not mnke good, 
but only appropriates the good that 
God has made. 

There wns a man who had thought 
of himself as incnpnble of doing a 
certain kind of work. Shortly after 
becoming a student of Christian Sci- 
ence lie was offered n position along 
this line which he accepted and which 
lie filled most worthily. The Scriptures 
deelnre, “I am full of power by the 
spirit of the Lord.” Practically in- 
terpreted, spiritual understanding re- 
venls that the mnn of God is a man 
of ability, strength, capacity, resource- 
fulness, keenness, and perspicacity. A 
proper recognition of the source of 
his ability brings with it Hint cardinal 
virtue, humility. When we see that all 
ability is God-derived, we use our tal- 
ents not to exalt self but to glorify 
God. Self-exaltation darkens our way; 
God-glorification sheds the full light of 
truth and good on our path. As the ' 
hymn so beautifully puts it: 

“God works in us to will. 

He works in us to do; 

His is tlie power by which we act. 

His be the glory too.” 

- — (Hymn 354, Christian Science 
Hymnal.) 

Spiritual Things Arc Immortal 
and Real 

Sometimes the human mind thinks I 
of Spirit and spiritual tilings as in- 
tangible, vngue. nnd visionary, but 
how clearly this misconception is 
dispelled when we read that simple 
definition of “Spirit” in the Chris- 
tion Science textbook on page 594: 
“Mind: . . . all that is good: God.” 
How near this brings God to us! 
We never see the human mind, yet 
we do not doubt its seeming tangi- 
bility, for we constantly see its ex- 
pression or manifestation. Every- 
thing we see is an expression of mind. 
Everything human or mortal is the 
manifestation of tlie mortal or human 
mind; everything that is real, divine, 
or immortal is the reflection or eman- 
ation of the divine Mind or God. The 
word “mortal” means t lint which is 
subject to death, so all that is included 
in mortal mind is temporal, illusive, 
and doomed to pass away. That which 
conies from tlie divine Mind is eternal, 
immortal, and will last forever. Good 
is everlasting and indestructible, and 
since Spirit is “all that is good.” 
t lien all things spiritual are immortal 
and immutable. The more we know of 
“all that is good” the more of im- 
mortality we possess here and now. 
We do not gain immortality by mortal 
dying, but by immortal and spiritual 
knowing. 

There was a man who was in the 
last stages of tuberculosis. Someone 
was kind enough to send him a Chris- 
tian Science Sentinel, our weekly pub- 
lication, in which was a testimony 
of one who had been healed of this 
difficulty. Tlie man’s interest was 
aroused by this testimony, and as a 
result lie attended a Christian Sci- 
ence testimony meeting in a Christian 
Science church. His interest became 
more aroused. His next step was to go 
to a Christian Science practitioner and 
lay his case before him. The practi- 
tioner asked, “Do you believe in God?” 
and the mnn replied, “I certainly do.” 
The next question was, “Do you believe 
the Bible where it says that ‘God 
saw everything that he had made, 
and, behold, it was very good’?" The 
answer was, “Yes.” The practitioner 
then said, “Then God could not pos- 
sibly have made tuberculosis, for sure- 
ly that is not good." To this state- 
ment the patient readily assented and 
lie was instantly healed. Whereas this 
man had been looking to death to re- 
lease him and had even made plans 
to hasten tlie end, lie now found him- 
self free and well through spiritual 
knowing and understanding. The know- 
ing of immortal Truth brings im- 
mortal good into our experience; it 
dispels tlie darkness of mortality, dis- 
ease, fear, and evil. 

True Power Spiritual and Divine 

Since God is Spirit and the only 
power, all true power and energy 
must be spiritual and divine. The 
human mind has for so long thought 
of power as material and physical 
that it does not at once grasp this 
fact, lint once it is demonstrated, 
doubt and uncertainty are dispelled. 
The tendency of the human mind is 
to relegate to the realm of tlie mys- 
terious and indefinite that which it 
cannot see with tlie physicul senses, 
but even tlie so-called physical forces 
cannot lie seen by the eye. Light, 
heat, air, and electricity cannot be dis- 
cerned by material sense. We can sec 
their effects but we cannot see these 
so-called forces themselves. We believe 
that they exist because they produce 
certain results which become apparent 
to tlie senses. As we discern tlie su- 
premacy of Spirit, spiritual energy, 
nnd spiritual law. then spiritual bles- 
sings flow into our experience, heul- 
Ing is certain, Joy uneonflned. These 
blessings are the sign of Immanuel or 
God with us, good with us, Life with 
us. Truth with us, boundless Love 
with us. 

True Knowledge Is Power 

What we know about God, infinite 
good, endows us with tlie power or 
good: what we know ubout infinite 
Truth equips us with the strength 
of Truth: what we know about In- 
finite Life gives us tlie dominion or 
Life. When we know God aright His 
power is present in consciousness. 


When it is present in consciousness 
the outward expression of good fol- 
lows naturally nnd inevitably as the 
morning follows the night. God la 
everywhere present, nnd as we are 
conscious of this fact and dwell In 
thought upon Ills goodness, power, 
nnd love His divine ever-presence is 
always with us. The ever-presence 
of God is a law of utter destruction 
to evil’s seeming presence. The recog- 
nition of God’s nearness proves the 
absence of evil, its never-presence, 
its unreality. The Psalmist declnred, 
"I have set the Lord always before 
me: because he is at my right hand, 
I shall not be moved.” We cannot be in 
any situation where we cannot think 
about God and where His presence nnd 
divine activity are not available to 
us. There wns a lady who was living 
in a cabin out in the woods, quite 
far removed from her neighbors She 
was a student of Christ inn Science 
and seemed to lie struggling with a 
very serious difficulty. One night 
things looked very dark, but she clung 
steadfastly to God’s presence and near- 
ness. and during the night the trouble 
entirely disappeared. She proved that 
she was in God’s presence wher? good 
alone is manifested nnd known. It 
was humanly impossible for her to 
secure anyone to help her. but through 
spiritual knowing she could avail her- 
self of t lint divine aid that is un- 
failingly at hand. 

Happiness Is Spiritual 

Since God is infinite Spirit, “all 
that is good,” the compassionate nnd 
loving ministry of Christian Science 
brings to us another groat blessing - 
the understanding thnt true joy and 
happiness are spiritual.

Christian Science teaches us 
that angels are “God’s thoughts” (Sci- 
ence nnd Health, p. 581). ideas of 
infinite good, and as we reject the 
evil and welcome in the good, peace 
and joy come to us and abide with 
us.

Now I do not 
mean to say that the tobacco habit 
caused the deafness, but when he 
turned away from this fleshly indul- 
gence or evil habit and won his free- 
dom from this form of enslavement he 
also won his freedom from his bond- 
age to deafness. The power of good 
is not restrained or confined, but 
breaks every yoke and lets the op- 
pressed go free.

About Transplanting 

T ransplanting is an import- 
ant activity in almost every gar- 
den, but a gardener can save time 
and possible disappoimment if he 
knows what can and what cannot be 
transplanted. 

The following annuals should not 
be moved: California poppy, celosia, 
didiscus (blue lace flower), four 
o’clock, and hunnemannia. Among 
the perennials, lathyrus (perennial 
sweet pea), and oriental' poppy 
Bhould not ho transplanted. 

These flowers are damaged, some- 
times even killed, by transplanting 
because of their peculiar root 
growth. 

The following popular flowers 
may be transplanted with little fear 
of damaging them: Annuals— agera- 
tum, alyssum, snapdragon, uster, 
calendula, marigold, pansy, petunia, 
pinks, salvia, scahiosa and verbena; 
perennials — aubrietin. buddleia, 
Canterbury bells, columbine, holly- 
hock, pyrethrum, pinks, scabiosa 
and viola. 

There is a third division of flow- 
ers, plants whose lives will not be 
endangered by transplanting, but 
whose growth will be stunted. Both 
plant and blossoms will he smaller 
but earlier. Larkspur, zinnia, phlox, 
nasturtium and bachelor’s button 
are in this classification. 

It is advisable, when moving 
either small seedlings or larger 
plants, to transplant them into well 
conditioned soil which has been 
watered about 12 hours before the 
transplanting. This helps the plant 
through its period of readjustment, 
when it must have ample moisture. 
Make sure soil is Armed well around 
the roots. 

Except, where it is necessary to 
move full-grown perennials to more 
favorable locations, transplanting 
should he performed with small 
plants. When plants ave larger, 
well-developed root systems are in- 
jured by the moving, sometimes 
resulting in severe damage to the 
plant. 

In all eases It is advisable to take 
up with the plant a good amount of 
the soil in which it is rooted.

Speaking of getting a dog brings 
up the problem of where the dog is 
to sleep. Should he be allowed in 
the house or should he be tied up in 
the garage at night? Is it best to 
provide him with his own little ken- 
nel house out of doors? 

If possible the average family dog 
should he kept in the house. Provide 
him with a suitable box or bed und 
place it in some part of the house 
which the dog will quickly identify 
as his own quarters. If you decide 
to keep the animal out of doors in an 
unheated building or in a small ken- 
nel of his own. it is all right to do 
so. but do not keep him out there one 
night, and bring him inside the next. 
Once you have decided on a suitable 
place tnuko the dog stay there. 

A favorite place at night for many 
household pets is down cellar. If 


you keep your dog there remember 
cellars are ofteu rather damp, there- 
fore it is imperative that the dog 
be provided with a platform or other 
suitable bed to sleep on.

bondage ami limitations are due to 
ignorance and lack of understanding. 
As we see the creation of Soul, the 
universe of divine intelligence, the 
man of God’s creating, ideas of Mind, 
the light of Truth dispels the darkness 
of ignorance, misconception and false 
belief.

BE IT ORDAINED RY THE BOARD 
OF ALDERMEN OF THE CITY

XVII of the Revised Ordinances of 
1929 ns amended, is hereby further 
amended by striking out tho words 
one sergeant-mechanic”, so that said 
ordinance as amended will read as 
follows:

Boards of Aldermen have been ad- 
versely compared with the present 
Board by certain persons. We hope 
that members of the present Board — 
or future Boards- will not repeat the 
manifestation of political perspicacity 
such as they did last Monday night. 

The point was well raised that the 
City of Newton will lie responsible for 
the education of the girls who would 
be domiciled at 'Welcome House,” 
should this Institution be permitted to 
locate in the Clark house. Of course, 
it has been stated that the 24 girls 
will receive their education at their 
home, but such a plan might be 
changed in the future, even though 
the management of "Welcome House” 
sincerely intends at the present time 
not to burden the city with the cost of 
schooling for the girls. It should also 
be remembered that two of the three 
Aldprmen from Ward 1. where the 
Clark estate is located, are against 
the granting of the permit. So are 
two of tlie three Aldermen from Ward 
7. the other ward in the village of 
Newton. Heretofore the wishes of 
Aldermen in the ward affected have 
been respected by their colleagues in 
the Board of Aldermen. And to offset 
the activities of an organized minority 
which is willing to have our zoning 
ordinance trifled with, unorganized 
citizens of Newton, who favor the pro- 
tection of our zoning ordinance, might 
do well to acquaint their Aldermen 
with their views.

said lie would not vote in favor of 
anything concerning which he knew 
nothing, nnd that the office of ser- 
geant-mechanic had apparently 
worked satisfactorily for twelve years 
under two Mayors. Temperley argued 
that either the speclul committee 
members are not sure of their ground, 
or suspicious of the status of the 
sergeant-mechanic. He said the ser- 
geant-mechanic is entitled to a hear- 
ing, and the controversy over him 
should be cleared up. 

Alderman McKay, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said his commit- 
tee likewise had not seen the last re- 
port of the special committee which 
had investigated the office of ser- 
geant-mechanic, but this report had 
nothing to do with the Finance Com- 
mittee’s recommendation to have the 
office abolished as the recommenda- 
tion was bnsed entirely on the mat- 
ter of economy. Aldermen Gaddis and 
Colby agreed with McKay, and Colby 
stated that Chief of Police Hughes 
had said that the mechanic who has 
been assisting the sergeant-mechanic 
can satisfactorily do the repair work 
on the police department motor ve- 
hicles. 


Newton Sports 


START ON SECOND 

UNDEFEATED SEASON 


Newton High inaugurated its out- 
door track season last Saturday at 
the annual Worcester Polytechnic in- 
terscholastic meet, romping to its 13th 
consecutive major meet crown. The 
orange and black massed 29 ^ points 
against 131(5 for the second place 
Worcester Classical outfit. Four 
meets marks were broken and an- 
other equalled with Don MacKinnon, 
Newton ace, leading the field with a 
new mark in the 220-yd. low hurdles 
and equalling the best figures in the 
120-yd. high hurdles for a double win. 
He was clocked in 25s at over the low 
barriers, replacing Warren Wittens 
25.4s which the former Newton star 
made in 1935, and in 15.6s over the 
highs. 

Billy Pescosolido was Newton’s sec- 
ond best performer, turning in a total 
of 6 Ms points. Pesky placed third in 
the 100 yd. dash, second in the broad 
jump and tied for third in the high 
jump. The versatile Newton star’s 
extra duties militated against his 
pressing Harris and Quinn, his fore- 
most highjumping rivals to a more 
impressive height in the latter event. 

Fred Hall captured a thrilling 440- 
yard event with Art Hughes also fig- 
uring in the point division with a 
fourth place. Hall's time was 51.8 
sec. Stewart MacNeil captured the 
pole vault for another orange and 
black live points clearing 10 feet 6 
inches to best the field. George Hutch- 
ings added another point to Newton’s 
total with a fourth in the mile run. 
Hutchings was well up among the 
leaders but was unable to match the 
final brush to t lie tape which saw 
Blair of Medford running fourth, 25 
yards in the rear, making up the 
deficit to finish second to Carroll of 
Belmont. Coleman passed the Newton 
entry for third in the last yards of 
tiie race Bob Liming captured New- 
ton’s other point with a fourth in 
the discus with a toss of 103 feet 6 
inches. Robert Pullman of Newton 
took second in the first heat of the 
440 to put three Newton entries in 
the finals but found the field too fast. 
Paul Hines qualified in the 220-yard 
dash with a second in his morning 
trial hut failed to produce against a 
fast field in the semi-finals. 

Tlie Newton victory presaged an- 
other grand slam for Coach Enoch’s 
boys to duplicate the feat of a year 
ago when they turned in victories in 
all indoor and outdoor interscholastic 
meetings.

Ruling Issued Against 
Giving City Employees 
Advance Vacation Pay 

Had Been City Policy For Many Years; Change 
Made Owing To Complication That 
Arose in Mahoney Case 


Daniel White, Comptroller of Ac- 
counts for the City of Nowton, in- 
formed department heads last Friday 
that he has made a new ruling rela- 
tive to paying city employees for their 
vacation period. Instead of giving the 
employees the pay for the vacation 
period in advance, this money will, 
in the future, be withheld until after 
the vacation periods. It had been 
the custom for many years to pay 
the vacation money in advance, but 
this was done without any official au- 
thorization on the part of the city 
government. Last year a complica- 
tion ensued. Former Street Commis- 
sioner Charles Mahoney was given 
two weeks vacation pay on Thursday, 
July 14, the weekly pay day. On Sat- 
urday, July 16, the day on which he 
was to have started his vacation, he 
died suddenly. As he had not been 
paid for his last week’s services to 
the city, this amount was withheld to 
offset the advance vacation pay he 
had been given. Legal action was 
successfully taken by Mr. Mahoney’s 
estate to procure the week’s pay 
which had been withheld. 

Because of the fact that about 400 
additional city employees are to re- 
ceive vacations with pay, starting this 
year, and because City Comptroller 
White has no legal authority to pay 
vacation money in advance, he cites 
the Mahoney case as the reason for 
changing the custom. If the City Gov- 
ernment desires to authorize advance 
payments of vacation money. It can 
take proper action, and thus remove 
the responsibility from the City Comp- 
troller. 


Police To Stop 
Gambling in Stores 

Because of complaints Chief Hughes 
on Saturday ordered patrolmen to warn 
owners of stores in this city where 
punch cards have been displayed, and 
chances sold, to stop the practice, as 
it is a violation of the law. Many chil- 
dren were among the regular patrons 
of these punch boards, on which they 
took chances in the hope of winning 
prizes of little value. 

At least one storo in Newton is still 
operating a slot machine, which has 
been bringing in profits for many 
months, and which police claim they 
cannot stop the use of this slot ma- 
chine, because those who “play” it re- 
colvo a piece of gum in payment. 


Governor To Lead 
Parade May 30 

Governor Saltonstall has ac- 
cepted the invitation of Mayor 
Childs to serve as Chief Marshal 
of the Memorial Day parade in 
Newton. The Governor for many 
years has marched in Memorial 
Day parades in this city, and this 
year as the first citizen of the 
Commonwealth, he consented to 
head the marchers. 

The Newton Veterans Council 
has requested Mayor Childs to 
recommend to the Board of Aider- 
men that they appropriate an ad- 
ditional $100 for Memorial Day 
expenses. In the budget the 
Mayor recommended $500, and the 
Aldermen cut this amount to $400. 
The veterans want the cut re- 
stored. 


Will Stop Illegal 
Use of Sidewalks 

As a result of complaints of the 
growing use of public sidewalks in 
business sections of the Newtons by 
certain storekeepers who use public 
property for the display and sale of 
fruit, vegetables and other merchan- 
dise, a member of the Newton En- 
gineering department has been mak- 
ing a survey of sidewalks at Newton 
Centre, and will also survey side- 
walks in other parts of the city. This 
is to determine what parts of side- 
walks, if any, are on private property, 
as claimed by some storekeepers. In 
recent years, more and more store- 
keepers who started in business in 
the Newtons, have been appropriat- 
ing the side walks for business pur- 
poses. The practise has been frowned 
upon by the Health Department, be- 
cause dogs and flies contaminate the 
food displayed in the open, on side- 
walks, and dust gathers cn it. 

The use of sidewalks for such a 
purpose is illegal. A former Street 
Commissioner granted permits for 
displaying fruit and vegetables on 
sidewalks, with the proviso that only 
18 inches of the inside of the side- 
walks be used. Some merchants have 
been using several feet of the walks in 
front of their stores.

Drop More Newton 
Men From WPA 


Last Friday, May 8, fifty-four addi- 
tional Newton men were dropped from 
the WPA lists. Tho first week in 
April 95 Newton residents were or- 
dered discharged by WPA regional 
officials at Boston, in tho first big 
slash caused by Congressional re- 
trenchment in WPA appropriations. 
There are now about 650 Newton res- 
idents remaining at work on WPA pro- 
jects. Some of these are working on 
“hurricane” clearance projects at Way- 
land, Sudbury and other places, and 
this city must provide transportation 
for them. None of the projects start- 
ed in Newton, or approved for the 
near future, will be abandoned. About 
60 per cent of the 95 men who were 
dropped by the WPA early in April, 
subsequently applied to tho Newton 
Welfare Department for relief. 

The cost of the Newton Welfare 
Department for tho first three months 
of this year was about the same as 
for the first three months in 1938. 
The cost of this department for April, 
1938, was $24,880, excluding costs of 
treatment for welfare cases at the 
Newton Hospital. The cost of the 
Welfare Department for April of this 
year was $24,080, excluding the hos- 
pital cost. This averaged about $2000 
for each of the months.

George Quinn, manager of the Mohi 
can Market at 250 Washington st. 
Newton, was arraigned in the Newton 
court on May 1. Inspector House and 
Inspector Sheehan testified that on 
April 26 they found 33 pounds of 
tainted haddock and 8 pounds of meat 
at this market. Quinn’s case was con- 
tinued until May 10. On Wednesday 
Quinn testified that the fish was not 
for sale, but was being held until the 
superintendent arrived, so that the 
manager might receive credit foi it. 
Quinn was fined $100, and appealed. 
Later the appeal was withdrawn and 
the fine paid.

The report also recommend- 
ed that instead of having a part- 
time superintendent of playgrounds 
in Newton, a full time superintendent 
he appointed. 

I Chairman Henry postponed the Jan- 
uary meeting of the Playground Com- 
mission and did not call any meet- 
ing the next two months. In the 
meantime Mr. Bruce’s term of of- 
fice expired and he was not reap- 
pointed by Mayor Childs. Agreeing 
with Bruce’s views regarding the pro- 
gram of the playground department, 
and the appointment of a full time 
j superintendent, were Mrs. Marshall 
and George Kellar. Disagreeing with 
Bruce were Chairman Henry and Com- 
missioner Edward Dalton When 
Bruce’s term expired in March, he 
was not reappointed by Mayor Childs. 
In his plac- the Mayor appointed 
Irving Paul of Newton Centre. 

A few months ago Mayor Childs 
sent a communication to the Board 
of Aldermen recommending that the 
ordinances governing the Playground 
Department be changed so that the 
Superintendent will become a member 
of the commission and the head of 
the department, instead of being an 
appointed employee Such a change 
would eliminate the legal require- 
ment of Mr. Hermann being retired 
on a pension at the end of 90 days 
after his 70th birthday which oc- 
curred on March 13. The Claims & 
Rules Committee of the Aldermen, in 
conjunction with City Solicitor Bart- 
lett. has drafted amendments to the 
ordinances to bring about this pro- 
posed change in the organization of 
the Playground Department. 

At the conference last Monday night 
between the Claims & Rules Commit- 
tee and members of the Playground 
Commission, letters were received 
from Mrs Marshall and Mr. Kellar 
of the Commission which stated that 
they are opposed to the change which 
would make the superintendent head 
of the department and lessen the au- 
thority of the commission. Chairman 
Henrv and Mr Dalton, who were pres- 
ent. told the Aldermen that they fa- 
vor the change. The new member of 
the commission. Mr. Paul, had been 
opposed to the change on the supposi- 
tion that it would be surrendering the 
executive powers of the commission. 
But. when it was explained to him 
that if the present set-up of the de 
partment is continued, it will be neces- 
sary to appoint a Superintendent of

Second Church In Newton 
Plans Special Service May 21 


To give clergymen an opportunity 
to hear the service of worship, un- 
usual for a church in the non-liturgi- 
ral tradition, used at the Second 
Church in Newton, a special service 
has been arranged for next Sunday 
evening. May 21. at eight o'clock when 
tlie Sunday morning service will he 
repeated. 

For the past 25 years, this man- 
ner of worship, which was insti- 
tuted by Dr John Edgar Park, now 
president of Wheaton College, has 
proved successful in that it possesses 
liturgical soundness, beauty and spirit- 
ual power. Dr. Boynton Merrill, pres- 
ent minister of the church, has altered 
the service only slightly at the end- 
ing. 

A lecturer in Worship for four years 
at tin- Andover-Newton Seminary. Dr. 
Merrill was sent to the far west last 
year to conduct seminars on worship 
for clergymen by the National Council 
of Congregational Churches. The 
Seminar on Public Worship plans to 
send him on a series of brief trips to 
churches east of Chicago during the 
next two years. 

This service has been planned in an 
effort to share the rich experience 
of worship that Dr. Merrill and others 
have found in this deviation from the 
traditional non-liturgical worship. 


A recommendation from Mayor 
Childs was received by the Board of 
Aldermen Monday, May 1, in which 
the Mayor asked that the lot of land 
owned by the Stearns estate on Wa- 
tertown st., Nonantum. and adjoining 
the Stearns School, be taken for 
recreation and community house pur- 
poses. This matter has been before 
the Board for many months. The lot 
of land in question is located be- 
tween Watertown st. and the Stearns 
School. It was recently acquired by 
the G. & S. Paper Company which 
proposes to erect thereon a large ware- 
house for the storage of paper prod- 
ucts. Residents of Nonantum have 
been objecting to the erection, close 
to the school of a large, unattractive 
building, which, they claim, will cause 
a fire hazard. 

At the meeting on May 1st 
Alderman Fahey favored the taking 
of the land. He argued that the 
School Committee would never select 
a school site within 50 feet of a 
warehouse, so. a warehouse should 
not be allowed within 50 feet of a 
school already built. 

Alderman McCabe agreed with Fa- 
hey. saying that the warehouse would 
hide the school. He said Nonantum 
people are not anxious to have a com- 
munity house built on the lot, but 
they don't want a warehouse close 
to the school. McCabe said he is op- 
posed to more land takings by the 
city, but he thinks it would be a mis- 
take for the city not to take this lot 
of land. Alderman Rarwise expressed 
surprise that the School Committee 
does not object to a warehouse being 
erected only 12 feet from the school 
building. 

Alderman Rawson said he would re- 
verse his uttitude on more land tak- 
ings. insofar as the Stearns lot is con- 
cerned. He referred to the rezoning 
of Nonantum a couple of years ago. 
and said he respected the opinions of 
the Aldermen from Ward 1. Aider- 
man McKay said that if the Board 
voted favorably on the recommenda- 
tion of the Mayor, it would pledge it- 
self to have the community house 
built on the land. He asked the Board 
to reject the recommendation, refer 
the matter hack to committee, and 
then have a recommendation come in. 
which will legalize the taking of the 
land for recreation purposes, as an 
addition to the school playground area. 
Alderman Hoffman inquired if the 
Playground Commission is still func- 
tioning. as lie understood it hud not 
held any meetings for some time, and 
the Board of Aldermen seemed unable 
fo get any cooperation from the Play 
ground Commission. Alderman Fahey 
said that the Board has been waiting 
four months to get some action from 
tlie Playground Commission. The 
Board adopted Alderman McKay's sug- 
gestion. and the Claim and Rules Com- 
mittee of the Aldermen has asked the 
Playground Commission to hold a con- 
ference with it on next Wednesday

To the Editor, 

Dear Sir: 

In the past three weeks several ref- 
erences have been made in your pa- 
per as to my votes on the Clark estate 
petition. I have no apology to make 
for any of them, but I should like tlie 
privilege of stating the facts. 

The meetings of April 17 and May 
1 certainly demonstrated that your 
Board of Aldermen is not n hunch of 
rubber stamps. That is as It should 
be. 

Here are the facts ns to myself: On 
th« Committee of Claims and Rules I 
was one of five who voted YES that the 
petition he granted with reservations. 

At the meeting of April 17 I stated 
that I would vote YES if a revocable 
permit for one year were granted, and 
that prior to the expiration of the per- 
mit a public hearing should he held for 
the purpose of making a final decision 
which would he just to all. I submit- 
ted a motion to this effect and it never 
got to first base. Then I voted NO 
against the permit because it was felt 
that an Irrevocable permit should not 
he granted until tlie people decided 
after a fair trial. 

If the project is as good as the pro- 
ponents say it is. or as bad as the op- 
ponents say it is. after a year's trial, 
a decision fair to all would he an 
easy matter. After the vote I was 
asked by one of my highly respected 
colleagues to move for reconsidera- 
tion. This I did and then voted for the 
reconsideration. 

At this time I stand as I stood be- 
fore — against .the petition as it is be- 
fore us. but will vote for a reasonable 
revocable permit. One year was sug- 
gested. That may be too short a 
time. Five years was also suggested. 
In my opinion that is too long a time. 

As to Zoning. I do not think any 
member of the Committee on Claims 
and Rules need yield to the chairman 
in the proper support of our zoning 
ordinances. And I want to say after 
sitting with the chairman for nearly 
five years that he lias done a splendid 
job. It's a surprise to learn about 
“slick political trickery." “invisible 
government,” and “playing fast ami 
loose." U would be appreciated if 
some of these points could be disclosed 
and exposed. They just don't exist on 
the Board of Aldermen. 

About thirty communications by spe- 
cial delivery and otherwise, for and 
against the petition, and at least one 
hundred and fifty telephone calls were 
handled by me. Some of them were 
hot off the grill. These letters, calls, 
and some black looks are perfectly all 
right with me. It Is my purpose to do 
what I think is right, and go through. 
The easiest way for me was to vote 
NO and fold my hands, but that would 
have been cowardly. It Is all a part of 
tlie job. However, I do object to any- 
body calling my home, and telling 
members of my family how “No good” 
I am. This is discourteous and unnec- 
essary as they are well informed of 
my shortcomings.

Newton Is Second 
In Contributions 
For Chest Funds 

Newton stnndR second in its num- 
ber of givers to the Community Chest 
among the medium sized cities of the 
country according to recent studies 
made by the National Community 
Chests and Councils. Inc. Last year 
in Newton there were 23.4 givers per 
100 people compared with 22. in Stam- 
ford. Conn : 20.2 in Plainfield. N. J. 
and only 19.2 in Montclair. N. J. War- 
ren. Pa., however. led the list with 
34.4 givers per 100 of population. Tlie 
study, made by tlie Community Chests 
and Councils, included the 24 eities 
of tlie nation in which the Community 
Chests raised from $100,000 to $200,- 
000 in their Chest Campaigns. 

Newton also stands second in its 
per capita pledge to tlie chest of $2.S7. 
Montclair. N. J. leads with a per capita 
pledge of $4.09. In Stamford tlx* per 
capita pledge is $2.67 and in Plain- 
field. $2.52. The average for eities 
of tills clnss is $1.69. 

Turning to the average amount 
pledge Newton drops to fourth place 
with an average pledge of $12.24. In 
tills classification Montclair also leads 
with an average pledge of $21.70. Other 
New Jersey c ities which also lend tin* 
Newton Chest in their average pledge 
are Morristown and Plainfield. The 
average per c apita pledge of the chests 
in these medium-sized cities is $9.31 

A less gratifying record is revealed 
when Newton’s standing ns to the 
amount raised from pledges of $25.00 
or more is studied. In tills classi- 
fication Newton is ninth on tlie list 
with the comparable New Jersey eities 
strongly in the lend. 

Commenting upon this study Com- 
munity Chest officials declared that 
while Newton’s record was excellent 
the study revealed the necessity of 
more generous giving by some groups 
in the community. They nlso stated 
that they believed that more generous 
giving would lie made as the citizens 
came to understand more clearly the 
very real needs for social work which 
exist in Newton.

In regard to tlie lack of sewerage 
in Newton, which some consider a dis- 
advantage. a high authority on sanita- 
tion says that properly constructed 
cesspools, frequently cleaned out. are 
much safer and less dangerous to 
health than a trunk line system of 
sewage. There is less danger of the 
spread of an epidemic, and of tlie 
invasion of houses by sewer gas. As 
Newton is one of tlx* lieultliiest cities 
in the State, as our low death rate, 
proves, there would seem to be some- 
thing in tills statement.

The protection of small 
children from traffic hazards as they | 
proceed to and from school, is one of : 
the chief worries of parents today. 
Police departments can provide traffic 
officers at only some of the many | 
streets where school children face 
speeding automobiles. We hnve in 
this column several times suggested 
that WPA workers be used as traffic 
officers, and we hnve been told that 
WPA workers are not permitted to 
serve in tills capacity, although we 
read a couple of years ago that in a 
mid-west city they were doing so. 

We believe it would be far better 
to use intelligent WPA workers as 
traffic officers on school duty, than 
to have them engaged in fantastic pro- 
jects which are of no benefit to the 
public, and only conceived because 
WPA officials cannot find anything 
practical for tlie men to do.

A complaint has been made to us 
that two stores at tlie Newton Corner 
business district are openly selling 
groceries on Sundays.

This 
country will liuve an increasingly dif- 
ficult task in enforcing the Monroe 
Doctrine, which means keeping Old 
World governments out of this hemi- 
sphere, and so tills country should 
not become involved in the quarrels 
of tlie other hemisphere.

Over 20 
houses have been built in the Puritan 
rd. area, and it has been contended 
by Plymouth rd. property owners that 
their street has been damaged by the 
ron-iderable increase in heavy truck- 
ing. The extension of Puritan rd. to 
Plymouth rd., will give residents of 
the former street greatly improved 
traffic facilities.

1926 was considered 
a normal business year. The month 
of March 1937 was the only time busi- 
ness has been up to normal during 
the past 10 years. 

A general rise In business is ex- 
pected during several years to come 
with a prediction of 10 to 15 per cent 
Increase for 1939 over that of 1938 
The outstanding industries which are 
increasing are residential building and 
shipbuilding. The entire discussion 
carried a tone of optimism.

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Dezotell Found Not Powers’ Paragraphs 
Guilty by Jury 


James A. Dezotell of Newton, who 
was arrested several weeks ago in a 
lunchroom at Newton Corner by In- 
spector Alfred Hammell of the Newton 
Police, was found not guilty by a jury 
in Middlesex Superior Court at Cam- 
bridge last Monday on charges of hav- 
ing lottery tickets in his possession 
and of assaulting a police officer. De- 
zotell was found guilty on both these 
charges by Judge Mayberry in the 
Newton court on April 21, and fined 
$50 on each. 

Hammell testified that he entered 
the lunchroom and grabbed Dezotell 
who was holding an envelope contain- 
ing the lottery slips. He said that De- 
zotell kicked him. and that during the 
struggle the envelope with the slips 
was thrown to the floor and grabbed 
by another man who escaped. Dezotell 
efuted Hammell’s testimony. He- said 
that the envelope contained sales or- 
ders for furniture, in which business 
he is engaged, and that instead of his 
attacking Hammell. the police clasped 
an "iron claw" on his <DezoteH’s» 
wrist, severely injuring It, as lie was 
dragged along the floor. 

James Akins, who was attorney for 
Dezotell. argued that Hammell had no 
authority to arrest Dezotell. and that 
he had found no evidence on the lat- 
ter. On the day of the arrest. Akins 
thrived at the scene after Hammell 
had placed Dezotell under arrest. At 
that time Akins protested against the 
arrest, and Hammell released Dezotell. 
subsequently asking for a warrant for 
the latter’s arrest.

European mess. England. France. Ger- 
many and Italy would soon settle their 
differences, and that there would be 
much less probability of frightful war. 
If the newspapers of this country 
stopped featuring "war scares." a big 
step toward the maintenance of in- 
ternational peace would result. The 
press in Germany and Italy is muz- 
zled. but English papers use only a 
fraction of the space about threats of 
war. that the papers of the U. 8. A. 
use. One significant fact is — that 
thousands of persons from European 
countries and the British Islands have 
engaged reservations for trips to this 
country the coming Spring and Sum- 
mer. to visit the two big fairs at New 
York and San Francisco. Among the 
visitors from overseas are their 
Majesties — the King and Queen of 
England. It is not likely that these 
distinguished personages would cross 
the Atlantic to visit Canada and the 
U. S. A. if they thought war is im- 
minent in Europe. Also touring this 
country are the Crown Prince and 
Princess of Denmark. Thousands 
of people in this country who intended 
to go to Europe this year have beeu 
deterred from engaging passage be- 
cause of the “war scare” articles in 
our newspapers. If President Roose- 
velt will "pipe down" on his uncalled 
for dissertations on the European situ- 
ation. and if our newspapers devote 
more space to our own affairs and less 
to those of Europe, it will be better 
for all concerned. 

It is encouraging that many news- 
papers in this country have, the past 
couple of weeks, beeu giving fewer 
scareheads to the imminence of war 
in Europe, and more space to our seri- 
ous domestic troubles, such as the 
strike of the bituminous coal miners. 
It is also encouraging to observe a 
belated rush of bookings by persons 
who are going to Europe, Great Bri- 
tain and Irelaud during the coming 
months. Let us set our own house in 
order and pay less atteutiou to Eu- 
rope. And this goes for President 
Roosevelt, as well as for the rank and 
file of American citizeus.

Prolonging The Garden 

A GARDEN is an annual visitor 
we like to have stay with us as 
long as possible. 

There are various ways of pro- 
longing the life of the garden, but 
the major factor is care. A well- 
watered garden won’t bum up; a 
well cultivated garden won’t be 
submerged in weeds; a garden pro- 
tected from Insect and disease at- 
tack won't be destroyed. 

Given proper care, annual flowers 
may be prolonged most easily simply 
by keeping them picked. Annuals, 
almost without exception, will con- 
tinue blooming well into fall if 
their blossoms are removed regu- 
larly A second bloom late In the 
season is often obtained on such 
perennials as delphinium, sweet 
william, coreopsis, perennial dian- 
thus and pyrethrum if the first 
blossoms are picked in their prime. 

Many gardeners have been suc- 
cessful in planting a packet or two 
of annual seed late, then digging 
up and potting plants just before 
frosts arrive. The plants grow and 
flower in the house for many weeks 
after things in the open garden 
have been killed. Try this in the 
fall with any of the following: Age- 
ratum, begonia, calendula, carna- 
tion, coleus, pinks, dimorphotheca, 
lobelia, dwarf marigold, pansy, pe- 
tunia and snapdragon. 

Vegetable gardens last longer if a 
succession of crops is planted. 
Servings of fresh radishes, carrots, 
turnips, beets, beans and corn may 
be kept coming to the table well 
into fall by sowing at intervals after 
the original spring planting. 

Lato summer is an excellent time 
for a final planting of such crops 
as rutabagas, beans, beets, Chinese 
cabbage, turnips and cabbage plants. 
Many such vegetables are even bet- 
ter when maturing in the moist, 
cool fall than when planted for sum- 
mer harvest. Spring is the time 
for the first planting of the garden 
season, but the first planting should 
not be the last.

has its own cottage to accommodate 
for the entire season sixteen who need 
supervised caro and treatment to re- 
store them to health. Some of the 
Christmas Seal money is niso allotted 
to the City Public Health doctor to 
assist in the Health Educational Cam- 
paign which includes tuberculin-test- 
ing clinics. Much printed matter and 
many pamphlets are annually distrib- 
uted to tho schools, libraries, etc., 
concerning tuberculosis. A motion 
picture machine with sound projector 
and screen has recently been pur- 
chased for health educational use. One 
of the newer plans already practiced 
by many groups in the National As- 
sociation and the State League, and 
now to be adopted by the Health 
Committee of the Family Service Bu- 
reau of Newton, for whose use the 
Newton Federation conducts this 
Sale, is the rehabilitation of those who 
are becoming, or have become, well 
enough to assume again their places 
among the workers of the world. At 
some of the sanatoria, many educa- 
tional courses are now offered to train 
those able to undertake some practice 
or study. The encouragement that 
these people experience gives great up- 
lift to their morale, and returns them 
to the world as valuable contributing 
citizens. There remain, of course, 
sundry uses for the Seal Sale funds 
as heretofore, such as food, milk, med- 
icine, hospital equipment, transporta- 
tion, etc.

Quad Meet Featured By Fast 
Times 

Newton High continued Its onwnrd 
surge towards another undefeated 
trock season yesterday turning back 
Brockton, Malden and Boston Eng- 
lish on the cinders at Newtonvillo In 
its second quadrangular meet of the 
season.

In addition to 
many trees, a considerable amount of 
logs were burned, as well as much 
slush.

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Majority Of Aldermen 
Oppose f W elcome House’ 
After Reconsideration 


Vote Is 12-9 Following Long Discussion; Action 
Ends Controversy Over Use 
of Clark Estate 


By a vote of 12 to 9 the Newton 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
refused to grant the petition of Mil- 
dred Clark Sears and the Boston Safe 
Deposit Company which asked for a 
permit to use the Clark estate on 
Claremont st., Newton, as a home- 
school for girls by the Florence Crit- 
tenton League of Compassion. At the 
meeting of the Board of April 17 the 
vote on this question had been 10 in 
favor and 9 opposed, with President 
Floyd manifesting support for the pe- 
tition, and the absentee member, Aider- 
man Jamieson, sending a letter which 
stated he also favored the petition. 
Of the 9 who voted against the peti- 
tion on April 17, one, Alderman Mc- 
Cabe, really favored the petition, and 
later moved for reconsideration. At 
the meeting of the Aldermen on May 
1, a majority of the Board favored 
reconsideration, and also voted to 
postpone again voting on the matter 
until May 15. 

At the meeting on last Monday 
night the nine Aldermen who voted in 
favor of granting the petition were — 
Ashenden, Bacon, Everts, Floyd, Hut- 
chinson, Jamieson, Lockwood, Tern- 
perley and Walker. The twelve who 
voted against the petition were — Bar- 
wise, Colby, Fahey, Gaddis, Hoffman, 
Hughes, Inches, McCabe, McKay, Raw- 
son, Schipper and Tiflln. Aldermen 
Gaddis, McKay and Schipper changed 
their votes, as they announced they 
would do at the May 1st meeting, be- 
cause of the probability that Newton 
would become responsible for the ed- 
ucation of the 24 girls who would live 
at “Welcome House,” the institution 
ill question. Alderman McCabe had 
stated he would vote for the petition 
if the permit would be limited to a 
trial period of 5 years; otherwise he 
would oppose it. 

Alderman Hoffman opened the dis- 
cussion Monday night by saying that 
the city would lose considerable in 
taxes by permitting the institution to 
become established on the Clark es- 
tate, and that the social effects on the 
city at largo should be considered. 


Alderman Rawson, who as chairman of 
the Claims and Rules Committee, had 
led the fight against granting the pe- 
tition, said that the hoine-school does 
not belong in a single residence sec- 
tion, and if the Aldermen for the first 
time ignored protests of abuttors, 
Newton’s zoning ordinance would be 
on its way out, and this city would be- 
come similar to Chelsea, Everett and 
such places. Rawson read from re- 
ports of the Florence Crittenton 
League to prove that “Welcome 
House” is a reform school. He cited 
law dictionaries to show that the defi- 
nitions of reform school applied to 
Welcome House.” 

Rawson read from the State sta- 
tutes and the city ordinance to prove 
that it would be illegal to permit 
Welcome House” in a single resi- 
dence zone. He reminded the Aider- 
men that they had all taken a solemn 
oath to uphold the law, and if they 
voted to defy the law by granting a 
permit for "Welcome House,” that 
they would be held in scorn and con- 
tempt by the majority of Newton peo- 
ple. He said that he had received a 
large number of letters and phone 
messages that indicated the prevailing 
sentiment against the granting of the 
petition. 

Alderman Lockwood, replying to 
Rawson, read a letter from Judge 
Perkins of the Boston juvenile court 
which praised “Welcome House,” and 
stated it is not to be classed with the 
Lancester School. Lockwood also read 
several letters from persons who live

Sustain Veto on 
Cleansing Plant 

By a vote of 11 to 10 the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night sus- 
tained Mayor Child’s veto of a permit 
which the Board had granted to Ray- 
mond Miller to build an addition to 
his cleansing plant on Hawthorn st., 
Nonantum. The addition would be 
partly in a residence zone. Those 
who voted to give the permit, de- 
spite the Mayor’s veto were Aider- 
men Ashenden, Bacon, Barwise, 
Everts, Fahey, Hutchinson, Inches, 
Lockwood, McKay, Rawson and Walk- 
er. Those who were in opposition in- 
cluded Aldermen Colby, Gaddis, Hoff- 
man, Hughes, Jamieson, McCabe, 
Schipper, Temperley, Tiffin and 
Floyd. 

Neighbors had protested about 
odors that come from the present 
cleansing plant, and had argued that 
with an enlarged plant, the nuisance 
would become greater. In the past 
unsanitary seepage from the cleans- 
ing has allegedly flowed into the 
Hawthorn st. playground across the 
street. There is no sewer connec- 
tion there. In arguing for the grant- 
ing of the permit, Alderman Rawson 
said that the odors and seepage will 
continue anyway, and that Miller will 
build out to the street line, if he can- 
not build the addition desired. Aider- 
man Hoffman said Miller can elimi- 
nate the offensive odors if he will 
make a small expenditure. Alderman 
Gaddis said that the seepage from 
the place is bad and general condi- 
tions worse. Alderman Schipper said 
that all but one of the abuttors ob- 
ject to conditions at the cleansing 
plant.

The Civics Board of the High School, and the Orange Shield, 
a group of students seeking to uphold the good name of the 
school have resolved to again attempt to reduce this nuisance 
with its attendant dangers. The campaign is centered around 
an effort to urge motorists to discourage roadside pests by re- 
fusing lifts. It is almost futile to appeal to the reasoning of 
the “thumber” as he is usually the type of person who thinks 
only of himself and not of the additional hazard he creates. 

Printed gummed labels bearing the notice “No Riders” are 
available in many places throughout the city. Police Chief 
Michael Hughes, who heartily endorses the campaign and the 
Newton police department are also co-operating. It is hoped 
that Newton citizens will co-operate by attaching a label to 
the lower right corner of their automobile windshield in an 
earnest endeavor to stop this unnecessary, unfortunate, and 
hazardous practice. 

Newton people welcome the fact that the Welcome House 
matter has finally been concluded for this year.

near the present site of “Welcome 
House' at Jamaica Plain, lauding the 
school-home, and he also read a num- 
ber of letters from property owners 
near tlte Clark estate in Newton, fa- 
voring the granting of the petition. He 
said that S out of 13 abuttors favor 
the coming of tlte institution to New- 
ton: and these people own 82*7 of 
the surrounding land, and pay 71 r * r of 
»lte taxes in the neighborhood. Lock- 
wood asserted that it' the petition is 
not approved, there wjil he more re- 
grets than if it had been approved. 
He said that if the Clark estate will 
he cut tip Into small house lots, real 
estate in the neighborhood will shrink 
in values more than If the* home for 
girls came there. 

Alderman Lockwood said that al- 
though lie represents Ward 7. he had 
been a close friend of the late James 
E. Clark, and he told of Mr. Clark’s 
many contributions to Newton chari- 
ties. and for the beautification of this 
city. He said that he knew Mr. Clark 
would approve of tlte use of his former 
home for the purpose sought, and ho 
was astounded to see Ward 1 Aider- 
men not wanting to see the estate kept 
as a memorial to Mr. Clark. 

Alderman Tiffin opposed the grant- 
ing of tlte petition. He read a legal 
opinion signed by himself and three 
other Aldermen who are lawyers (Col- 
by. Fahey and Hughes) in which they 
asserted t hat according to law. “Wel- 
come House" is a reform school, and 
therefore could not legally be located 
in a single residence zone in Newton. 
Tiffin quoted front the act of tlte 
Legislature passed in 1926 which 
granted authority to the Florence Crit- 
tenton League to conduct a non- 
secretarian institution “in which 
girls in need may receive guidance 
and assistance, and be so trained along 
moral and practical lines that they 
may become useful and self-support- 
ing members of society." He said that 
this proves that "Welcome House" is 
a reform school. He quoted Bouvier’s 
Law Dictionary and Corpus Juris to 
substantiate this contention. He then 
quoted tlte Newton zoning ordinance 
to show that a reform school is not 
permitted in a single residence zone. 

Alderman Tiffin told of talking with 
Mrs. Chute, head of "Welcome House" 
relative to girls who reside at the 
institution, and their schooling, and 
t ha t she stated it would not lie expe- 
dient for them to attend file regular 
public school sessions, and that they 
would have to attend classes in the 12- 
year-old grades. He had also talked 
with Supt. of Schools Warren on this 
subject, and the latter had stated that 
Newton would probably have to assume 
responsibility for educating the 21 
girls it' tlte institution came to Newton. 
He said that in 1931 and 1936 the Flor- 
ence Crittentou League had petitioned 
the City of Boston to send public 
school teachers to "Welcome House” 
at Jamaica Plain. He asked if tax- 
payers of Newton want to assume tlte 
educational expenses of 24 girls. 

Tiffin said that real estate in New- 
ton exempt from taxation totals $32.- 
564,650. or 2'tCr of tlte total valuation 
of the city, and that last year pri- 
vate educational institutions in New- 
ton increased the exemption total by 
$258,000. Tiffin told the Aldermen that 
last year tlte Boston Community Fund 
Itad given the Florence Crittentou 
League about $5000 for “Welcome 
House," but if the home comes to 
Newton. the Newton Community 
Chest will he expected to assume this 
responsibility. 

Alderman Walker, speaking in sup- 
port of the petition, chided Chairman 
Rawsoit of tlte Claims and Itu|es Com- 
mittee for ascribing to the majority 
of t hat committee a lesser degree of 
adherence to the oath of office they 
bad taken. He also differed with the 
opinion of Tiffin and the other three 
lawyer members of the Board who had 
asserted that legally "Welcome 
House" is a refoim school. Walker 
argued that lawyers pay little attention 
to quotations from law dictionaries, 
and courts decide cases on facts. He 
said if an ahuttor of the (Mark prop- 
erty would start legal proceedings in 
case a permit were granted allowing 
the home to come to that locus, tlte 
court would decide “Welcome House" 
is not a reform school. Walker said 
lie thought the institution would im- 
prove tlte neighborhood. Alderman 
McKay said he had taken the ques- 
tion of Newton's responsibility of 
educating tlte girls at "Welcome 
House" up with the chairman of New- 
ton's School Committee, and the lat- 
ter had said tills city would be respon- 
sible for such education. McKay said 
fids caused hint to change his vote. 

Alderman Colby commented that 
Alderman Lockwood did not tell 
whether all the letters he had read 
commending "Welcome House." had 
been sent voluntarily, or whether 
they Itad been sought. He differed 
with Alderman Walker regarding the 
legal weight of definitions from law 
dictionaries, and said courts have to 
consider law encyclopedias and dic- 
tionaries. Colby read a statement in 
which he summarized the* arguments 
that bad been offered for and against 
tlte petition. He said that the pro- 
ponents of tlte petition Itad stressed 
the high eulibre of the people who 
are members of the Florence Critten- 
tou League, but he said this was 
not a real argument. The other prin- 
cipal argument in favor of tin* peti- 
tion. Colby said was the contention 
that it will prevent the Clark estate 
from being sub-divided for bouse lots. 

Alderman Colby referred to a num- 
ber of reasons why the petition 
should not be granted. He said the 
zoning ordinance should lie upheld, 
home owners protected, and the 
character of single residence zones 
kept in conformity with the intent of 
tit* zoning ordinance. He argued 
that 'Welcome House" does not serve 
Newton, no Newton girls huve ever 
resided in if. and the Pomroy Home 
for orphan girls on Hovey st.. New- 
ton. established over 60 years ago to 
serve litis city, had but three girls in I

The keen, and at times somewhat 
hitter discussion hold by the Board of 
Aldermen at three recent meetings on 
tlte matter of granting a permit for 
tin* use of the Clark estate nt New- 
ton by the Florence Crittentou Longue 
for “Welcome House," proved to cit- 
izens of this city that our aldermen 
are not nenrly all "Yes men," as 
some persons contend. It showed that 
members of the Board can and do 
exercise their own opinions on im- 
portant matters. Personally we 
would like to see the Clark estate 
preserved, if this can possibly be done. 
Although we believe that tlie majority 
of the Aldermen voted correctly Mon- 
day night in refusing to permit the 
use of the estate for the purpose de- 
sired. we would not oppose the use 
of tlte estate for some benevolent pur- 
pose which would he unobjectionable 
to neighbors, even though such use 
would make the property tax-exempt. 

We were surprised to see on the 
docket for the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen last Monday night a 
petition from the Auburndale Co- 
operative Bank asking that real es- 
tate at the northeast corner of Com- 
monwealth ave. and Washington st. 
he changed from private residence to 
business zone. Forty-three years ago 
work was started on tlte construction 
of this very attractive boulevard 
through tlie centre of this city, after 
many property owners had contributed 
large areas of land. Beautiful resi- 
dences were built along the avenue, 
and real estate totalling In value many 
millions of dollars, was developed on 
streets leading off the Uvenue. Com- 
monwealth ave. and the resultant de- 
velopment it caused, was a vital fac- 
tor in making Newton tlie outstanding 
residential community it is today. For- 
tunately. prior to tlie enactment of 
the Newton zoning ordinance in 1922, 
there was little business development 
along the long stretch of tlte avenue 
from the Boston line to Norumbega. 
except at the business district in 
Auburndale. A few unattractive one- 
story business blocks were erected 
near Irving st. and Chestnut ter., a 
couple of business structures were 
built near tlte intersection of Centre 
st.. and a small structure was erected 
at the southwest corner of the avenue 
and Washington st. Some buildings 
owned by the street railway company, 
and a garage were built on the pres- 
ent city liall site, and were later razed. 

From time to time efforts ltave been 
made to change the zoning along the 
avenue so that business might in- 
trude. These efforts, for the most 
part, were made by real estate spec- 
ulators who were not residents of 
Newton and had no concern for the 
future welfare of this city. They 
were interested only in profits for 
their own benefit. To the credit of 
past Boards of Aldermen all such 
efforts to pervert Commonwealth ave. 
front an attractive residential boule- 
vard to a business thoroughfare, were 
promptly turned down. In recent 
years a couple of petitions were pre- 
sented to the Aldermen asking for 
zone changes at tlie intersection of 


Commonwealth ave. and Washington 
st., and these petitions were included 
in tlie liHt of those properly refused. 

We are not surprised to see out- 
siders attempt to deteriorate the 
avenue, hut we are surprised to see 
residents of this city, officials of a 
semi-public institution, men who 
ought to be conversant with the his- 
tory or Commonwealth ave.. and tho 
steadfast protection of Newton’s most 
beautiful thoroughfare by various 
Boards of Aldermen over a long period 
of years, engaging in another attempt 
to deteriorate the avenue. If the in- 
tersection at Washington st. were 
changed into a business district, our 
Board of Aldermen could not con- 
sistently refuse similar zoning changes 
at the intersections of Centre and 
Walnut sts. And with business sec- 
tions established at these places, it 
would not be long before the entire 
stretch of the avenue would be lit- 
tered with business zones. There is 
little doubt in our mind but that tho 
Board of Aldermen will speedily and 
by a large majority refuse the‘ peti- 
tion of the Auburndale Co-operative 
Bank. With the publicity which has 
been given recently to the protection 
of Newton’s zoning ordinance as a 
result of the controversy over “Wel- 
come House.” tlie action of the Au- 
burndale bank officials in presenting 
such a petition at this time, seems 
to us to show very poor judgment on 
their part. 

Tlte petitioners may argue that 
they ltave a financial interest in the 
land Which they desired changed 
from residence to business zone, that 
it is difficult to sell it for residential 
purposes, or that it may be more 
profitable to sell it for business pur- 
poses. A number of attractive resi- 
dences have been built in that vicin- 
ity in the past few years, and the land 
in question can he sold for residen- 
tial purposes, if and when economic 
conditions in the U. S. A. improve. 
In the meantime, the Auburndale Co- 
operative Bank is not the only tax- 
payer which is paying taxes on vacant 
land. Many more of us are in the 
snme predicament. But, we are not 
asking to have Newton’s zoning or- 
dinance changed. There are still 
plenty of vacant stores at Auburndale 
and West Newton. And the mer- 
chants doing business in these two 
villages will gladly provide free de- 
livery to persons residing in the vicin- 
ity of Commonwealth ave. and Wash- 
ington st. 

Because of the increasing tax rate 
in Newton, we are in agreement with 
those members of tho Board of Al- 
dermen who oppose further land tak- 
ings. unless such takings are neces- 
sary. We do. however, believe that 
the city should take the lot of land 
adjoining the Stearns School at No- 
nantum. We are interested to ob- 
serve that the School Committee has 
not gone on record as favoring this 
taking. We believe that the School 
Committee would strongly oppose a 
large, unsightly warehouse being built 
within 50 feet of the Angier, Weeks, 
Bigelow or other schools in this city.

IN DIGGING your ground, go 
deep. The aeration and break- 
ing up is of Inestimable value to 
your garden. Proper prepara- 
tion of the soil means deep- 
rooted plants. Do not. however, 
go below the good soil level. 

♦ • * * 

THE SOIL IS READY to work 
if it will crumble when squeezed 
In the hand. Much harm Is done 
by working the soil which Is wet 
and, the hand is the best test we 
know. 

* * * • 

THE TIME to transplant seed 
lings is when they have made 
their first pair of true leaves. 
The first leaves are the pair of 
seed leaves which are entirely 
different from the true leaf. 

* • * * 

THE PROPER SPACING of your 
plants Is absolutely neoessary to 
have size and quality. The pull- 
ing out of seedlings seems 
wasteful but a few properly 
spaced will give far better re- 
sults than several times their 
number too thickly planted. 

» • • • 

WITH ROCK gardens, avoid 
making it look like an exhibition 
area. The most attractive rock 
gardens are natural to the ex- 
treme and look as though they 
“just happened.” 

• • • • 

IN PLANTING shrubs, make the 
hole twice the size necessary to 
hole the roots spread out, also 
plant just a little lower in the 
foreground than it was in its 
original position.

JOIN YOUR local garden club. 
People who have an interest in 
the same things are always

PROPER FOUNDATION plant- 
ing is very important for it can 
make the small house look 

larger and soften the bigness of 
the large house. . #

IN THINNING OUT plants do 
so in several thinnings. If plants 
are to be several inches apart, 
there should be two or three 
thinnings to get the desired re- 
sult. Young plants cannot stand 
too severe thinning.

What Are 
The Juniors 
Doing? 


This question was answered effec- 
tively by reports given at tho Bi- 
ennial Council Meeting held at San 
Francisco during the past week, May 
8. through the 13th. “What do club- 
women do besides get together and 
gossip or put up useless signs, etc.?’’ 
was asked two Junior clubwomen and 
amazement was written on tho face 
of the questioner when told what the 
Junior members of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs are doing 
throughout the nation. # 

Here are a few of t be answers. A 
Junior Club, of Carthage, Missouri, 
with a membership of 1(5. raised $2,000 
to purchase two "iron lungs" for a 
Missouri hospital. Juniors of Salem, 
Oregon, purchase a pair of glasses 
each month for some poor child who 
needs them. During the cancer drive 
in Montana, Anaconda Juniors con- 
tributed $117 as their share. In Mis- 
soula, Montana, the major project of 
the Juniors has been the contribution 
of funds to the nursery school at the 
State University, the conducting of 
kindergartens, and the sponsoring of 
State Child Health Day. 

The Laconia Club, a thriving group 
of Junior clubwomen in New Hamp- 
shire. sold poiusettias to raise money 
for prevention of tuberculosis. Jun- 
iors of Geneva, Nebraska, held a car- 
nival using the money they earned for 
the improvement of the city park. An- 
other club that takes its civic re- 
sponsibility seriously is the Junior 
Club of Tampa, Florida, which has 
launched an extensive campaign for 
Public Safety. 

Approximately $500 was raised by 
the Juniors of Raleigh, North Caro- 
lina, which is being used in nursery 
school work, and for the blind. This 
money was earned through a bridge 
tournament, a dunce, a dinner, pre- 
sentation of a marionette and fashion 
show, and by taking orders for pic- 
tures for a photographer. Activities of

of programs on conservation of youth, 
stressing character bullfling, and also 
public welfare work with charitable 
organizations. 

These are Just samples. The work 
of young clubwomen today is a defi- 
nite credit to youth and to women, 
and their achievement through organ- 
ization is growing. 

In Massachusetts, the State Jun- 
iors two years ago raised about 
$1,200.00 which was used for Talk- 
ing fiookH for the Blind. This was 
raised by their delightful Charity 
Ball; and last year's Ball netted them 
over $800.00 which they used to send 
needy children to health camps. To- 
morrow evening at Swampscott they 
will consider their next Project, which 
Miss Josephine Bruno, a member of 
the Junior League of the Women's 
Italian Club of Boston, will present 
to them for vote. She outlined it at 
the April meeting of the Juniors, as 
a plan for a Summer School where 
children suffering from cardiac heart 
ailment could be cared for and in- 
structed. Classrooms will be donated 
by Radcliffe College, and Juniors 
could become permanent sponsors of 
this assistance to children who lost 
as many as 93 days from school last 
year because of this weakness, at a 
cost of about $8.00 per child; or for 
100 such children it would cost $800.00, 
which would be the goal set by the 
Project. 

To list the work of individual Jun- 
ior Clubs in Massachusetts would be 
lengthy indeed, but in general it has 
consisted of much charity work. 
Christmas and Thanksgiving baskets 
supplied to needy families, Christmas 
presents— the Rockport Juniors raised 
over $1,200.00 for this purpose last 
year — warm clothing, toys, gay scrap- 
books for children in hospitals, gifts 
to the blind, Somerset Juniors gave a 
$50.00 scholarship to a high school 
girl, gifts of money to charitable in- 
stitutions and hospitals, milk funds, 
and even active in hurricane repair 
work, and in a library service, taking 
books weekly to shut-ins, are among 
their accomplishments.

Women Called 
Good Resisters 
To Propaganda 

Film Actor Melv.vn Douglas has as- 
serted before nearly three thousand 
clubwomen that "women can resist 
propaganda — and better than men." 
This was said at a Symposium on this 
question before the Council Meeting of 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs held last Thursday morning. 
May 11. in the War Memorial Opera 
House — where all sessions of the Con- 
vention were held — at San Francisco. 
California. And not only did these del- 
egates from every State in the Union, 
from Alaska and Hawaii — and visit- 
ing clubwomen — hear this statement, 
but other hundreds of women through- 
out the country listening in to the 
const to coast broadcast heard this 
motion picture star go on record with 
this courageous declaration! 

Three other snappy speakers con- 
tributed to this interesting discus- 
sion. Mrs. Anna Steese Richardson, 
director of the Consumer division of 
th« Woman s Home Companion. Now 
York City: Dr. Chester H. Rowell, 
publicist-editor of San Francisco; and 
Mrs. Gladys M. Graham, member of 
the Institute for Propaganda Analy- 
sis of Los Angeles. 

"You can’t fool all of the women 
all of the time." Mrs Richardson 
proved in discussing her topic, al 
though she dealt with the desirable 
kind of propaganda, advertising and 
campaigns, which had resulted be- 
cause "women did fall for them”— in 
woman’s suffrage, better child health 
facilities. Improved education, and the 
pure food laws, in which women had 
been its most adept users of propa- 
ganda. 

Dr. Rowell urged women to con- 
tinue to be supercritical of all state- 
ments on International affairs, and 
to "adopt the Missouri State slogan 
of "Show Me!" 

Mrs. Graham, student of propaganda 
measures, termed its resistance an 
achievement for both men and wom- 
en. and warned them to recognize it 
by asking two questions: first, what 
is it against or for. and second, what 
does it fail to emphasize? In other 
words, what is the motive back of 
someone's beiug against or for the 
measure; and where is the authority 
for a statement. Or lack of statement: 
and who IS the authority, or, as Mrs. 
Graham tersely expressed this: "Says 
Who?" and 'Why?"

All four speakers agreed that there 
was plenty of propaganda to resist, 
and expressed the hope that it could 
be resisted. 

To return to the statements of Film 
Actor Douglas, who said such delight- 
ful things that we like to dwell upon 
his rare discernment. Mr. Douglas 
cited the reputation women always 
have had for intuitive powers of 
knowing where there is. or not. in- 
tegrity and trustworthiness, and sug- 
| gested there must be "some sub- 
stance" behind so strong a tradition 

He said there \vere more women 
than men in peace societies, in the 
Institute for Propaganda Analysis, the 
Consumers Union, and other organi- 
zations bent on getting at the truth. 

! and he concluded that women, given 
opportunity to examine the truth, 
know how to recognize it. 

Motion Pictures and Radio 

Motion pictures and radio programs 
took the spotlight for discussion and 
action in the Education department 
presentation of Thursday afternoon, 
also May 11. “Discrimination in se- 
lection of both fllm and radio pro- 
gram" was the slogan urged for 
1939**40. 

Motion pictures that interpret the 
ideals of democracy at their best are 
the aim of the Federation, according 
to Mrs. Arretus F. Burt of St. Louis. 
Mo., chairman of the Motion Picture 
department. Mrs Thomas G. Winter, 
former president of the Federation, 
and director of Community Service, 
Motion Picture Producers and Distrib- 
utors of America. Inc . recommended 
better selection of pictures and au 
understanding of the art of the oine- 
ma for its full appreciation by youth 
and adult. 

Radio programs that will be above 
parental criticism and acceptable to 
children is the aim of the radio in- 
dustry. according to Miss Margaret 
Cuthbert. director of Women's Ac- 
tivities of the National Broadcasting 
Company. Programs must be largely 
commercial to pay the way of radio, 
she said, but must be delicately bal- 
anced among education, entertainment, 
and cultural design to give the best 
results in youth and adult education. 
She asked the Federation to con- 
tinue to co-operate in providing a cen- 
tral committee to enable agencies to 
try out their programs before putting 
them on the air. 

Government Economy Advocated 

On State Presidents’ Night. Wed- 
nesday. May 10. Dr. Paul F. Cadman. 
professor of Economics at the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, was 
the principal speaker, takiug for his 
subject "The Economics of Welfare." 
Dr. Cadman has been professor for 


thirteen years; was executive mana- 
ger of the San Francisco Stock Ex- 
change for three years: obtained his 
doctor of laws degree from the Uni- 
versity of Paris: and is now president 
of tht- American Research Foundation. 
In this the major address of the Con- 
vention. Dr. Cadman condemned the 
federal policy of spending and in- 
creased taxation, and asked the dele- 
gates to demand economy of govern- 
ment programs. "Without solvent en- 
terprise and a solvent government, se- 
j ent ity is a myth," he said, "and we 
must hold to a modern system where 
e nterprise can meet its cost of pro- 
duction and where enterprise can pro- 
, duce a surplus. Then public welfare, 
a higher standard of living, a mini- 
mum of governmental charity, and na- 
1 tional morale will be insured." 

Growth in Membership 

I Reports were made the first day of 
the Council Meeting showing a gain 
of 34.000 in membership for 1938-1939 
with the largest number of individual 
federated clubwomen living iu the 
State of Massachusetts — 42,075 of 
them. Iowa has the greatest number 
of federated clubs with S92. From 
one organization in 1890 the Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs has grown to 
14.500 clubs in 1939.

ORDINANCE NO. 185 

An Ordinance Amending Police 
Department Ordinance 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARI 
OF ALDERMEN OF THE CITY 
OF NEWTON AS FOLLOWS: 
SECTION 1. Section 132 of Chapter 
XVII of the Revised Ordinances of 
1929 as amended, is hereby further 
amended by striking out the words 
“one sergeant-mechanic”, so that said 
ordinance as amended will read 
follows: 

SECTION 132. The police department 
shall consist of the chief of police, 
a captain, two lieutenants, two in- 
spectors. one to rank as captain, the 
other to rank as lieutenant, as many 
sergeants and regular patrolmen as 
may he deemed necessary by the 
Board of Aldermen and a reserve force 
of not over ten men. The chief of 
police and all other officers and mem 
hers of the department shall have all 
the powers of constables except the 
power of serving and executing civil 
process.

standing between tho Americas. 

Tho endorsement of tho first Res- 
olution coming from tho floor left no 
doubt ns to the desir© of tho club- 
women to give to the President of 
tho United States, and not to Con- 
gress, tho right to determine tho for- 
eign policy of the United States. This 
stand of American women is viewed 
ns of special significance when tho 
scope of the President's power and 
Neutrality Legislation is now before 
Congress. 

Tho Resolution perhaps most con- 
tested, but finally passed by a two- 
to-one vote, was one endorsing the 
objectives of the National Health pro- 
gram and urging favorable considera- 
tion by the 76th United States Con- 
gress to provide through legislation 
“for expansion of public health and 
maternal and child health services; 
hospital, clinic and other institu- 
tional facilities; medical services for 
medically needy persons; and general 
programs of medical care developed 
by the individual States in co-opera- 
tion with the medical professions and 
other professional groups according to 
their respective needs.” It was this 
last "programs of medical care” that 
received most discussion duo to lack 
of definition between voluntary and 
compulsory health plans. 



Will Investigate 

Soldiers’ Relief 

(Continued from Pago 1) 

In connection with tho controversy 
over the Soldiers' Relief Department, 
Mayor Childs announced on Wednes- 
day that the Soldiers’ Relief Depart- 
ment had ceased giving relief to tho 
veteran who was mentioned by Alder- 
man McCabe at two meetings of tho 
Board of Aldermen, as having been the 
person whom an employee of the 
Soldiers’ Relief Department had at- 
tempted to incarcerate in the men- 
tal ward of a veterans’ hospital at 
Chelsea, and in whose homo a keeper 
was placed. The Mayor stated that 
as a result of a special investigation 
of this case. Director Dungnn of the 
Soldiers’ Relief Department had 
learned that this relief recipient owned 
and operated an automobile, and con- 
ducted a millinery storo while receiv- 
ing relief. 


Action on Stearns 
Land Postponed 

Action on the taking of the lot of 
land adjoining the Stearns School at 
Nonantum was again deferred nt the 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen last 
Monday night. The Aldermen have 
been manifesting a willingness to take 
this land, but have been waiting to 
hear from tho Playground Commis- 
sion. At the meeting on May 1 a 
recommendation was received from 
Mayor Childs, asking that the land 
he taken by the city for recreation 
and community purposes. The Board 
at that meeting took adverse action 
on that particular recommendation be- 
cause. as Alderman McKay explained, 
it would commit the city to build an 
unneeded community house on the 
property. It was suggested that tho 
Mayor make another recommendation, 
asking that the lot of land be taken 
for recreation purposes, which he did. 
Nonantum residents have urged that 
the city take this lot of land so that 
a large warehouse will not be built 
on It by a wholesale paper company. 
The warehouse, if built, would be 
only 42 feet from the Stearns School. 
The matter was held in committee 
pending a communication from the 
Playground Commission.

At the mooting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night it wns voted 
to appropriate $100 additional for 
Memorial Day expenses on recommen- 
dation of Mayor Childs. In his budget 
estimates the Mayor had asked for 
$500 to defray Memorial Day expenses, 
nnd tho Aldermen, in lino with their 
economy attempts had cut this figure 
to $100; tho savings supposedly to bo 
made by hiring fewer hands for the 
parade. Tho Newton Veterans Coun- 
cil wrote a letter which stated that 
$500 will be needed for proper ob- 
servances of the day. 

Aldermen Hoffman and Inches 
speaking as veterans, opposed tho ad- 
ditional amount, saying that the vet- 
erans should shnre in tho efforts to 
cut down unnecessary municipal ex- 
penses. Alderman Schipper said that 
$100 would suffice if expenses for 
bands will he lessened. Twelve of 
tlie Aldermen voted in favor of ap- 
propriating the extra $100, and nine 
opposed the additional appropriation. 


Newton Hospital 
Accident Service 


On Monday the Newton Hospital 
announced that arrangements have 
been completed so that medical aid 
from tho hospital can he speeded to 
scenes of accidents in Newton when 
any emergency arises that necessi- 
tates such aid. Police will go to the 
hospital in a cruising car and pick 
up the resident physician to rush him 
to the locus of an accident or drown- 
ing. if they deem this necessary or ex- 
pedient. This co-operation of the 
liospital with the police In accident 
cases resulted from protests made 
last winter when efforts to resuscitate 
a child drowned in the Charles River 
were transferred from the scene of 
the drowning to the hospital.

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School Department Will 
Save $38,930 In Salaries 
During Next School Year 


Vacancies In Teaching Staff 
Not To Be Filled — Cut 
Substitutes’ Pay 


At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night a report was 
submitted by Supt. of Schools Warren 
which showed that the school depart- 
ment will save $38,930 during the next 
school year. This sum will be saved 
by not filling 15 vacancies that will 
occur this year because of the retire- 
ment and resignations of teachers; by 
reducing the pay of substitute teach- 
ers; and by having some of the princi- 
pals assume the direction of other 
schools in addition to their present 
duties. The new Franklin School will 
be under the direction of Elmer Ells- 
worth, who also has charge of the 
Davis School. Carlon Ray of the An- 
gler School at Waban, will also have 
charge of the Pierce School at West 
Newton. G. Winthrop Brainerd of the 
Horace Mann School, will also serve 
as principal of the Stearns School at 
Nonantum. The present principal of 
the Stearns School, Kenelm Winslow, 
will retire this June. Helen Thomp- 
son will be principal of both the Cab- 
ot and Claflin Schools at Newtonville. 
Annie Pottle, principal of the Under- 
wood School, Newton, will also be 
principal of the new school on Pearl 
st. 

Among positions abolished are those 
of building assistants in three grade 
schools, a building assistant in one 
of the junior high schools, and that 
of the curator in the library of teach- 
ing aids. The raising of the age at 
which children will be admitted to 
kindergartens will eliminate the need 
of two sessions in some kindergar- 
tens, and the higher salaries paid to 
kindergarteners who taught two ses- 
sions. Substitute teachers’ pay will 
be reduced $1 per day. Heretofore 
they have received $5 per day in grade 
schools and $6 per day in the second- 
ary schools, with $1 per day addition- 
al after 10 days of consecutive service. 

The use of the high school gym- 
nasium for the Community Chest din- 
ner on November 9 was granted. Supt. 
Warren reported that it cost $60 to 
reflnish the gymnasium floor after the 
last dinner of the Community Chest. 
He said that it will cost $75 to reflnish 
the floor of the gymnasium at the Big- 
elow School because of the use of the 
gymnasium for dances held under the 
auspices of “Newton Circle.” The use 
of the baseball diamond at the high 
school athletic field in Juno and July 
was granted to the junior American 
Legion Baseball team, subject to the 
approval of the Playground Commis- 
slon. 


Civil Service Head 
Newton Resident 


William H. Bixby of 774 Common- 
wealth ave.. Newton Centre, was ap- 
pointed chairman of the reorganized 
Civil Service Commission on Wednes- 
day by Governor Saltonstall, and later 
confirmed by the executive council. Mr. 
Bixby was born in South Boston 49 
years ago, graduated from Boston Lat- 
in School in 1908 and from Harvard in 
1912. After leaving college he taught 
at the Newton Vocational School, and 
in 1919 he was made State Supervisor 
of industrial education in Delaware.

The bi-weekly meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Newton Tax- 
payers’ Association, Inc., was held 
Tuesday evening, May 23rd, with prac- 
tically a full attendance of the large 
city-wide committees. 

Preliminary reports of sub-commit-

Court Awards McGuinness 
$15,397; Retrial Denied City 


fudge Collins Reduces Award 
For Land City Took 
Bv 23 Per Cent 


Stores To Close

Judge Walter Collins of the Superior 
Court last week awarded to Mrs. 
Esther McGuinness of Parker ter., 
Newton Centre, $15,397 for land taken 
by the City of Newton for school and 
playground purposes at Oak Hill. In 
conjunction with areas of land which 
were donated by abutting property 
owners, the city took about 3 acres of 
land from the former Higgins property 
to which Mrs. McGuinness was the 
heir. This land was swampy and of lit- 
tle or no value until some years ago th© 
city lowered and widened South Mea- 
dow Brook and drained the area. It 
was alleged by city officials that sev- 
eral years ago the Higgins heirs, in 
conjunction with other owners of 
properties in that neighborhood, 
agreed to donate the land to the city 
for the proposed school and playground 
sites for Oak Hill, but there was no 
written agreement. A couple of years 
ago the city built a street adjoining 
the Higgins land, and other properties 
nearby, and made the mistake of as- 
sessing betterments, after having 
awarded no damages for the land which 
had been taken. 

Mrs. McGuinness instituted a suit 
against the city, asking $50,000 for 
the land taken, although the whole 
property was assessed for only $3500. 
The suit was tried some months ago in 
the Middlesex Superior Court. The 
city had real estate experts and Chair- 
man Murphy of the Board of Assessors 
testified that the land taken had but a 
nominal value. Mr. Murphy testified 
that it was worth only $650. Testifying 
for Mrs. McGuinness as a horticul- 
tural expert, was an employee of the 
Mass. State College Field Station at 
Waltham. He told the court that there 
were 19,000 cubic yards of peat in the 
land in question, and that this peat 
bad a value of $1 a cubic yard. The 
jury awarded $20,044 to Mrs. McGuin- 
ness. City Solicitor Bartlett filed a 
motion asking that the award be set 
aside and a new trial ordered. 

Judge Collins declined to order a 
new trial, and reduced the award 
about 23 per cent, to $15,397. City 
Solicitor Bartlett has filed exceptions, 
and it is believed will take the case 
to the Supreme Court.

Larkin Goes To 
Jail For 30 Days 

Henry J. Larkin. 34. formerly of 
Dedham st.. Oak Hill, was sentenced 
by Judge Gray in the Middlesex Su- 
perior court on Thursday to serve 30 
days in Billerica prison for failing to 
comply with an order issued by that 
judge last year. Larkin had kept two

Guilty of Arson

He also stated that he had issued no 
permits for the use of sidewalks for j 
display or sale of merchandise, and I 
doubted that he has authority to do so. 

Serra pleaded "nolo." and Judge 
Mayberry placed the case on file. The * 
judge stated, however, that in the 
future, he will impose penalties on ' 
anyone brought into court on a simi j 
lar charge.

The recent death of Thomas Tucker 
at Westboro at the age of 82 re- 
calls old railroad matters.

As evidence that Newton’s zoning 
ordinance with its restrictions con- 
tinues to make this city most sought 
for os a home community in the 
Grenter Boston area, is the fnct that 
Newton led all cities in Massachusetts 
in residential building during March 
and April. During April 40 permits 
for residences were issued in Newton. 
The estimated value of these homes 
was $265,600. In Worcester 40 per- 
mits were issued, with an estimated 
value of $167,350; Brookline was third, 
with 29 permits, with an estimated 
value of $164,200; Boston was fourth, 
with 26 permits, and an estimated 
value of $98,850. And there are some 
people trying to let down the bars on 
Newton's zoning ordinance. 


The combination of an East wind 
and dnmp weather again brought to 
Newton Inst Sunday night and Mon- 
day morning that disagreeable, acrid 
odor which has from time to time in 
recent years bothered residents of 
parts of this city. We have contend- 
ed in the past that the odor comes 
from him- of the chemical plants at 
Everett, and we still believe this is 
so, despite a letter we received a 
few years ago from the head of one 
of the big plnnts in Everett. In this 
letter the gentleman denied that his 
plant was the source of the odor. 
Our reason for believing that the 
"aroma" wafts from Everett is — that 
the smell is identical with that we 
have observed from time to time as 
we drove through the chemical dis- 
trict in that city. One supposition was 
— that the stench came from marsh 
gas, from the marshes along the 
Charles River. Where are the marsh- 
es along the Charles River between 
Newton and Boston? They were filled 
in years ago, and when they did 
exist, we never had any “gas waves" 
from the East wafting over this city. 


The "best laid plans o’ mice and 
men gnng aft agley.” Taxpayers of 
Massachusetts planned to save con- 
siderable in the cost of governing 
lor misgoverning) this State by hav- 
ing the Legislature meet biennially 
instead of annually. But the Legis- 
lature led by the reverend politician 
from Ware, intend to defeat this plan 
by voting for salaries for the years in 
which no session will be held. Most 
of the members "compromised" at a 
$1500 amount for the off-year, insist- 
ing they were taking a cut of 12'A per 
cent from that paid them for the two- 
year term under annual sessions but 
in reality wiping out much of the an- 
ticipated savings expected by the vot- 
ers. Only 19 members of the House 
of Representatives (including the 4 
from Newton) stood in response to a 
request for a roll-call vote on the 
matter so that the public could know 
who favored the big salary at a time 
when taxpayers are crying for relief. 
It is generally believed that Gover- 
nor Saltonstall will veto this proposal 
should it reach his desk in which 
case it must be returned to both House 
and Senate and be acted upon by 
roll-call. 

in the Newton court on Wednesdav 
the manager of a chain-store market 
was found guilty of “placing merchan- 
dise on a sidewalk so as to obstruct 
the free passage of travelers.” Judge 
Mayberry placed the case on file af- 


ter the defendant had pleaded "nolo," 
but stated that anyone brought in 
for such an offence in the future 
would be fined to the full extent of 
the law*. The case was prosecuted 
by Patrolman Thomas McCormick. 
Judge Mayberry’s statement that he 
will not be lenient in such cases in 
the future will meet with the hearty 
approval of the great majority of 
Newton citizens. 

Not only in Newton Centre, but in 
other parts of this city, there has 
been a growing prnctice in recent 
years of the illegal use of sidewuilks 
for the display and sale of merchan- 
dise. especially fruit and vegetables. 
Some of the storekeepers and employ- 
ees of markets have gone further. 
They have been making a practice 
of hawking the merchandise displayed 
on the sidewalks, giving a "Blackstone 
st.” atmosphere to the places where 
this method was used. One chain- 
market at Newton Corner, has been 
wnrned more than once in the pnst 
to desist from having its employees 
hawking fruit and vegetables on the 
sidewalk. Employees of this market 
even went to the extent of soliciting 
trnde from persons waiting for street 
cars. 

It is absolutely illegal to use a pub- 
lic sidewalk for the display and sale 
of merchandise. A former official of 
this city, who in past years granted 
permits for such use. had no authority 
to do so. If any person stumbled 
and was injured because of any ob- 
struction placed by a storekeeper on 
a sidewalk, a person so injured would 
bring suit against the City of New- 
ton. The drive which has been started 
against this illegal use of sidewalks 
in Newton Centre will be extended to 
other business sections in the New- 
tons. This drive will receive the sup- 
port of various village improvement 
associations and of the Chamber of 
Commerce. Acting Supt. of Streets 
Haughey was summoned ns a witness 
in the case in court on Wednesday, 
testified that he has issued no per- 
mits for such use of sidewalks, and 
correctly stated that in his belief, 
he has no authority to grant such 
permits. 

It is up to the Mayor and the po- 
lice to co-operate in stopping this 
illegal use of sidewalks. Only a small 
minority of markets in the city have 
resorted to this practice, which has 
been condemned by the Newton Health 
Department in the past. This misuse 
of sidewalks is unfair to the public, 
and to the majority of storekeepers 
who conduct their business in a sani- 
tary and dignified manner. 

Elderly Woman 
Burned to Death 

John R. Gunnarson of 176 Parker st., 
Newton Centre returned to his home 
about 6 o’clock Thursday evening 
to find his wife. Annie Norling Gun- 
narsou, 72. lying over a lighted gas 
stove in the kitchen, burned to death. 
The woman was badly burned on the 
body, face and head. Mr. Gunnarson 
removed the body from the stove 
and the police and medical examiner 
were notified. She apparently took a 
fainting spell while working at the 
stove. Her funeral service will he 
held at her late home on Sunday at 
2:30 p. m.

Hints to Gardeners 


by Harold Coulter

Proper Watering 

E ACH year more and more gar* 
deners are learning that gardens 
should not be watered by sprinkling. 

Sprinkling tends to moisten the 
surface soil only and thus encour* 
ages root’ growth at that point. 
When the root system is concern 
trated near the surface there is 
more danger of injury by hoeing; 
and if sprinkling is not done con- 
stantly plants will be quickly af- 
fected by drought. 

Much of the. plant food to be ab- 
sorbed by the roots is deeper in the 
soil, aud if plants are induced by 
light sprinkling to root near the 
surface they may be partially 
starved. 

Too frequent sprinkling is inad- 
visable also hocause it tenda to pro- 
mote mildew, a fungus disease 
which preys disastrously on several 
flower favorites, particularly zinnia. 

Considered from the time angle, 
sprinkling is impractical. It can 
safely be done only in the evening, 
as water sprinkled on foliage under 
a hot sun may lead to damaging 
scalding. There is, moreover, great 
waste of time in holding a hose and 
directing the spray. 

The most efficient method of 
watering is to lay the hose on the 
ground, letting the water sink deep 
into the soil around the growing 
roots. Do not have too heavy a flow 
of water, or there will be a wash- 
ing of soil and exposure of tender 
roots. Let the water run slowly in 
one plnce for 20 minutes to half an 
hour. Small channels may be traced 
to lead the water along the rows. 

Where water connections are not 
available, gardens can be protected 
against drying out by maintaining 
a soil with good humus content. 
Humus tends to help the soli hold 
its moisture. Proper humus content 
may bo gained by spading into the 
Boil strawy manure, pent moss, or 
lawn clippings from the compost 
heap.

FEDERATION MEETS 

IN SAN FRANCISCO 

Address by the President 

In tho keynote address of Its pres- 
ident, Mrs. Saidie Orr Dunbar, given 
nt the opening of tho Council Meet- 
ing of tho General Federation nt San 
Francisco, she said: 

‘‘We continue to face the same 
needs within the fields of human wel- 
fare, world peace, and spiritual rear- 
mament as a year ago — hut their so- 
lution is even more Imperative today.” 

“Our problems may differ in vari- 
ous sections of the country and the 
world,” she said (there are 50 af- 
filiated clubs in 20 foreign countries), 
‘‘but they are basically the same. For 
we are turning our attention this year 
to the problems of peace, human wel- 
fare. and spiritual rearmament. The 
concentrated efforts of women of the 
world combine into a powerful force, 
and it is our aim to make this force 
felt for the positive activities of peace 
and public welfare.” 

Mrs. Dunbar urged greater co-oper- 
ation and more vigorous field work 
among the Federation's 14.500 clubs 
over the globe to the end of develop- 
ing leadership ‘‘in the home” for pub- 
lic affairs. 

Turning to world problems, the pres- 
ident urged that women of the world 
become vocal in demanding settle- 
ment of disputes by peaceful means in 
an honorable way. 

‘‘Peace will come with justice,” she 
said. "But the question is — do we 
care enough to work for peace as we 
would work for our boys during a 
world combat?" 

Mrs. Dunbar pointed to a turning 
to religion by the world as necessary 
for applying positive precepts and 
principles in the solution of man’s re- 
lationship to man. "Religion is the 
source of democracy and international 
good faith.” she stressed. 

In connection with her viewpoint 
expressed toward world peace, the 
statement of Mrs. Kathleen Norris, 
author, who spoke to the Juniors 
Tuesday evening, may be quoted. 
"World Peace with Sacrifice” was the 
attitude she advanced, as tho only 
way out of a major world war. Mrs. 
Norris urged her sacrifice policy on 
the women of the world to the place 
where they would sponsor conceding 
Germany a port on the Baltic and a 
corridor across Poland. 

She told the federated women and 
recommended that they tell Congress. 
"We have billions fon friendship but 
not one cent for destruction.” 

Alaskan Trip 

A trip to Alaska, the wonderland 
of the Northwest, was planned by the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
to top off its Spring Council Meeting 
held in San Francisco, California. Mrs. 
Saidie Orr Dunbar, president of the 
General Federation, who lias already 
spent three summers in this enchant- 
ed land of snow-capped mountains, 
glaciers, totem poles, and scenery of 
indescribable beauty, headed the of- 
ficial post-Council tour. 

This eleven-day cruise threading 
the intricate, smooth, mountain-shel- 
tered seas of Alaska’s Inside Passage, 
attracted club leaders from every sec- 
tion of the United States. More than 
one hundred women were on board 
when the SS Mount McKinley left Se- 
attle. Washington, May 16. on the first 
lap of its 2500 mile trip; to return 
May 27. 

The itinerary was planned so that 
the federation party would touch ev- 
ery major port in Alaska; and in ad- 
dition to viewing the scenic loveliness 
of Alaska, and seeing t lie historical 
places of interest, there would be an 
opportunity to visit some of the towns 
in which member clubs of the Gen- 
eral Federation are located. It was 
expected that representatives of most 
of the sixteen women’s clubs in Alas- 
ka that belong to the federation would 
he on hand to greet the federation del- 
egation in Ketchikan, Wrangell. 
Juneau, Haines and Skagway; and 
plans were made by Mrs. Evangeline 
Atwood. General Federation Director 
for Alaska, and Mrs. Mildred H. Her- 
mann. president of the Alaska Fed- 
eration. for entertaining these guests 
at each stop-over. 

Because of Mrs. Dunbar’s familiari- 
ty with both the charm and the his- 
tory of Alaska, she is giving a num- 
ber of informal talks sure to be of 
interest to every member of the 
cruise. Besides the regular ports of 
call there would he "Surprise Ports,” 
places off the beaten ocean pathway, 
which would add variety to the tour. 


Newton Federation Executive Board 
Meeting 


Marjorie Fish, assistant director of 
the Boston School of Occupational 
Therapy, gave a very informative talk 
on Occupational Therapy at the Board 
meeting of the Newton Federation on 
Monday. May 15, at which the presi- 
dent, Mrs. Edgar P. Hay presided. 
Miss Fish said that it is only in the 
past two decades that occupational 
therapy has taken its place as a defi- 
nite form of medical treatment, and 
that here is one of the few profes- 
sions that has no unemployment prob- 
lems. The demand for trained work- 
ers still far exceeds the supply. This 
new profession is really an outgrowth 
of tlie World War and the “Depres- 
sion," the speaker continued, and its 
benefits for patients are being dem- 
onstrated daily. Despite the special- 
ty’s rapid growth ami shortage of 
workers, educational standards have 
been steadily raised. Occupational 
Therapy’s means may include any- 
thing from arts and orat'ts to recre- 
ational activities, such us games ami 
dramatics, or educational pursuits 
such as reading programs or round- 
the-world trips by way of stamp col- 
lecting and travel folders. There are 
four schools in the United States ami 
the course of study is from three to 
live years. Many hospitals now have 
an Occupational Therapy department. 
The school in Boston will he very 
glad to semi speakers to the clubs, 
she announced. 


Mru. Robert 8. Bowen, Christman 
Heal chairman, spoke of two moving 
pictures on Tuberculosis which sho 
hoped the Clubs would show as part 
of th'dr program. There is also a film 
on Ragweed which is available. Mrs. 
Bowen also announced that the Pil- 
grimage to Sharon would be on Sun- 
day. June 25. 

The Sale for the Blind which was 
h'-ld at the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club House on May 10, 11 and 12, 
sponsored by the Newton Federation, 
was a great success. 

The president called attention to 
the sample of Marijuana which she 
had on her desk and asked the mem- 
bers upon finding It growing to please 
notify the police so that the Narcotic 
Committee might destroy it. A splen- 
did First Aid Kit designed to carry 
in automobiles was also on display. 

Mrs. Hay was very happy to say 
that five church organizations had 
joined the Federation: The Ladies’ 
Aid Society of the Centenary M. E. 
Church of Auburndale, Mrs. George 
Harvey, president : The Woman’s As- 
sociation of tlie Newtonville Metho- 
dist Church. Mrs. Howard Thomas, 
president: the Ladies’ Benevolent So- 
ciety of the North Congregational 
Church of Newton, Mrs. W. Frye, 
president: the Women’s League of 
the Newtonville New Church, Newton- 
ville. Mrs. Florence Young, president; 
and the Woman’s Guild of St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, Mrs. John Kent, 
president.

There 
is also a call for sporting goods and 
tennis rackets, ball bats, golf clubs 
and halls to go with each, from high 
school students who patronize the 
Shop in large numbers. A recent gift 
of twelve rackets sold In less than u 
week. 

Following the reports, the commit- 
tee voted to recommend to the Asso- 
ciation that the present site be re- 
tained for another year. It was an- 
nounced that a sale of pictures is 
being planned for the near future, as 
the Shop has a large collection at 
present, many of which are of value.
